The session was opened by Energy Minister Patrick Manning who disclosed that, 
according to a recent survey, some 600 million barrels of recoverable heavy 
oil had been identified, in addition to 500 million barrels of other recover- 
able reserves. 


Mr. Hugh Hinds, acting Permanent Secretary in the Ministry of Energy, intro- 
duced the suggestion that it was possible to find oil at greater depths on 
land than have previously been explored. 


President of the Geological Society, Mr. Winston Ali, added the tidbit that 
less than ten per cent of the continental shelf around Trinidad and Tobago 
had been adequately explored. 


Amoco president R.N. Powers pointed out that the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) currently had about 15 million barrels of oil a 
day that could not be sold.

TEXACO REPORTS OFFSHORE OIL BONANZA; SEEKS GOVERNMENT AID 
Port-of-Spain TRINIDAD GUARDIAN in English 8 Apr 82 pl 


[Text] Texaco Trinidad Ltd has spotted some sites where 500 million barrels 
of oil may be lying within Trinidad and Tobago's offshore precincts but, the 
company can do nothing about exploiting this bonanza unless "greater incen- 
tives" come from Government and interrational oil prices boom again. 


This was the message that Mr. Patrick Manning, Minister of Energy, conveyed 
to the one-day seminar conducted by the Geological Society at the Trinidad 
Hilton yesterday. 


He was opening the seminar at which many speakers from both sides, management 
and labour, in the petroleum industry presented papers or participated in the 
question periods that were interspersed in the seminar. 





Alternative Fuels 


Demand for oil, Mr. Manning said, had declined world wide not only because of 
rigid measures of conservation being applied, but because of expansion of al- 
ternative fuels production and technologicai changes in production of goods 
requiring petroleum fuel. 


For example, Japan had found means of reducing by 68 per cent the amount of 
petroleum previously needed to manufacture a ton of steel. 


"The policy measures used by the industrialised countries to combat the high 
oil prices and the concomitant economic stagnation have resulted in a decline 
in demand for petroleum products, showing that the demand for oil and its 
products is not as price inelastic as previously believed," the Minister said. 





"In the last few months, oil prices have fallen more steeply than anyone ever 
envisaged, and this has necessarily impacted on the financial reserves of 
Trinidad and Tobago." 


Trinidad and Tobago, in terms of world production, the Minister pointed out, 
"produces a minuscule amount, having no effect whatsoever on future prices 
obtained in the international market..... 




















"The decline in oil revenues," he continued, “has occurred at a time :shen the 
country is undertaking costly development projects, many of which are intended 
to reduce the country's dependence on the petroleum industry, and also to pro- 
vide the country with the infrastructure which must be in place to accommodate 
developmental efforts.” 


"He said it was difficult at this point to measure precisely how the decline 
in cash surpluses would affect Government's efforts at diversification into 
energy based industries."

CTV CALLS FOR GASOLINE REGULATION, TAX, STRUCTURAL REFORMS 
Structural Changes

[Text] Deputy Jose Vargas, in his capacity as president of the Confederation 
of Venezuelan Workers (CTV), installed the expanded central council of that 
workers organization in Central Park Hall 8 yesterday, with an explanation 

of the conditions which have been developing in recent years such that workers' 
income has declined to the point of requiring, currently, such actions in depth 
as state reforms so that distribution of the wealth will reach these workers. 


Four basic issues were discussed in his address, lasting more than 1 hour. 

First and perhaps the most important among the four was the fact that the prob- : 
lem for the workers class is not whether there is more or less oil income cur- 
rently, because the present situation is added to the serious crisis described 
during the workers congress on the island of Margarita. He explained in detail 
that the struggle of the Venezuelan workers class is a struggle to achieve 

more just and equitable distribution of the wealth. And to achieve this, he 
said, the structure of the state must be changed, a thesis already set forth 

at the Porlamar congress in its economic and social manifesto of the working 
class, known as the Porlamar Manifesto. 


The second point in his address was that a change in economic policy is neces- 
sary, an assertion which was also made more than a year ago, when it was explained 
again and again that the results of freeing prices, of free competition, were 

not yielding the results hoped for by the government planners, and that the 

battle against inflation was incompatible with reactivation of the economy, 

with a policy of economic cooling lying between the two. 


The current oil crisis is simply a small new part of the economic and social 
crisis we set forth in Porlamar, in which the workers class felt most directly 
affected due to the decline in its income, to the point that current estimates 
made by the CTV indicate that the real value of a bolivar earned and spent 

by a Venezuelan worker is about 9 centavos, Vargas explained. 


rhirdly, he said that to understand and to be able to resolve the current 
economic-fiscal crisis in the country, all sectors of the country, and the 
workers are now very clearly among them, must realize that the system existing 








in our country is state capitalism. It is only after accepting this great 
truth that it will be possible, in joint action, to find solutions to the prob- 
lems existing in the country and to proceed to implement them. 


And fourthly, the speech by Deputy Vargas stressed very clearly that the elec- 
tions of the trade union movement must be maintained within the freedoms which 
have been won throughout the democratic life of the country. He said that 

it could be quite properly said that Venezuela is the only country in the world 
with true participational democracy, and that for this and other evident reasons, 
the CTV will not accept intervention by the state nor any official body, and 
therefore will not accept the draft trade union law being promoted by certain 
persons. 


The fact that the main political parties at present are represented in the 

CTV does not mean that this organization is the political territory of anyone. 
The Venezuelan workers movement is very clear about what it wants and regards 
itself entitled to demand, and that is better distribution of the wealth. It 
is not possible that a very small group indeed of persons should continue to 

be benefited while meanwhile the group excluded is increasing to truly alarming 
and dangerous proportions in our country. 


Given a reality such as the country is experiencing, with the increase in uem- 
ployment, the almost massive declaration of bankruptcy by enterprises and lack 
of confidence for the placement of new investments because of the internal 
problems and those created by the commitment to the Andean Pact, the solution 

of dismissing people, reducing wages and freezing the just aspirations of the 
workers through collective bargaining cannot be accepted as valid. How, then, 
must the economy be reactivated? On the other hand, we do indeed believe that 
it is possible further to reduce the current expenditures of the public adminis- 
tration, without sacrificing the workers class, which in the final analysis 

is also a factor in the consumption of the goods which we want to produce here. 


We have been saying, the speaker added, that oil dependence is, apart from 
being dangerous, an element which destroys stability, and that it is necessary 
to deal with the situation realistically, such that with regard to income, 

as was said by Dr Juan Pablo Perez Alfonzo--whose words are more valid today 
thatn ever--there should be a reserve fund created out of oil income for any 
eventuality, such as that being experienced now, due to the bad OPEC policy. 


In connection with the real situation of reduced fiscal income we are experi- 
encing, he believes that this problem is neither more serious nor more fatal 
than before and that it is manageable. He expressed confident that the state 
can deal with it because the necessary conditions exist. But if the fact that 

a change in the state structvres continues to be ignored and corrective measures 
are not implemented, the picture being painted now by certain sectors could 
indeed develop. 


The chaos existing in the various departments is not the fault of the employees 
in the public administration. The speaker said he would prefer to state that 
they are the product of the speedy growth experienced and that this is the 
reason that reform of the state structures is urgently needed. The state would 
not be more efficient with a reduction in the number of government employees. 























"What we are going to ask for is a change in society so that the situation 
of exclusion changes. The food supplement was urged by the CTV before the 
COPEI [Social Christian Party] advocated it." 


As is typical when he speaks to crowds, Jose Vargas was frequently interrupted 
during his address, particularly when he said that the policy of free competi- 
tion in Argentina had destroyed the powerful manufacturing industry, leaving 
unemployment in its wake, and that he rejected any policy of insubstantial 
cuts in current public expenditures. He was also i’ terrupted when he said 
that we cannot continue to submit to the increases or decreases in oil prices 
according to the changing whim of Sheikh Yamani, 0. the manipulations by the 
international companies which control the hydrocarbons consumer market. He 
said that despite the wars of independence our forefathers waged, economic 
liberation is still pending, and that battle will be waged when we no longer 
come under the protection of any country, when all sectors of the country sit 
down at the same table to discuss what we will do with Venezuela. "We cannot 
continue to produce criminals when the blame does not even fall to them, but 
to the environment of exclusion and poverty into which the people are plunged," 
he said, and therefore, we must vigorously call the attention of the workers 
to the need for a national understanding and joint actions. 


Gas Regulation, Tax Reforms

[Text] The Confederation of Venezuelan Workers submitted a document to its 
expanded central council yesterday expressing the views of the team of economic 
advisors to the workers organization desirous of making concrete recommendations 
on the economic and fiscal problems of the country, during the first part of 

the council session, which began yesterday. 


Deputy Carlos Lander, president of the Unified Federation of Workers in the 
Federal District and the State of Miranda submitted the economic report at 
Central Park Hall 8, where the meetings of the expanded central council of 

the CTV will continue until Friday. The 2l-page document begins with the reason- 
ing on the basis of which the workers demand and claim the right to more direct 
participation in decision making, for which reasons it urges the following: 


"With the firm and clear awareness of what it is entitled to as rights and 
responsibilities of the workers, the CTV proposes a national agreement on 
measures with a view to dealing with the unfavorable situation facing Venezuela. 
The central council of the CTV, with 148 high-level labor leaders participating, 
and on the basis of the efforts of the interdisciplinary group of CTV advisers, 
maintains the position which was set forth earlier at the Venezuelan Workers 
Congress in Porlamar in October of 1980," Deputy Carlos Lander explained by 

way of introduction, before beginning to read the document. 


Oil Problems 


The document says that the international oil market has gone into a state of 
decline which can lead to increasingly difficult situations in connection with 





the sale of ths product and maintenance of its prices. "The strategy of the 
capitalist industrialized countries along with the international companies 

has succeeded in limiting the radius of action of the OPEC, causing a drop 

of more than 30 percent in its exports in the past 4 years, and the marginal 
weakening of prices in recent months. Major new oil producers outside OPEC 
have entered the market, taking advantage of the increase in prices in earlier 
years." 





The document stressed that the substitution of other sources of energy, mainly 
coal, is being very actively encouraged in the industrialized countries, where 
the differential between the prices of the two is substantial. However, "Vene- 
zuela is one of the oil countries which has been least affected in terms of 
exports and prices by the adverse situation. Nonetheless, a considerable re- 
duction in exports has occurred in terms of the comparable periods last year 
and the goal established for the purposes of estimating domestic oil income 
this year." 


Without neglecting to assess "the facts seriously and objectively," the CTV 
believes that there is no reasonable cause for alarm or exaggerated concern. 
"Furthermore, it believes that what is happening can serve as a timely warning, 
an appeal to reflection with a view to the healthy and necessary correction 

of the national economic policy. It places its analysis of the steps which 
might be taken within this context and expresses its readiness to contribute 

in every way it can without causing harm to the defense and development of 

the interests of the workers." 


Decline and Consumption 


In the view of the CIV, what is needed under the present circumstances is "the 
intelligent, skillful and firm defense of our oil prices, although this may 
mean limiting the volume exported. Venezuela must make preparations to deal 
with a serious decrease in domestic oil income, to the extent perhaps of 25 

or 30 percent of the amount expected for this year." 


Apart from the usefulness of a strengthened OPEC, the document notes the desir- 
ability of reaching agreement with countries such as Mexico which are not members 
of that body, for the defense of prices and the common objective management 

of the market. 





The domestic consumption situation with regard to oil products merits special 
consideration. The document suggests regulation of consumption “with a view 
to conserving this resource, improving the domestic energy balance, ecological 
clean-up and national economic recovery. Naturally, no isolated or casuistic 
measure such as, for example, increasing gasoline prices for the purpose of 
overcoming fiscal difficulties would in and of itself be the best thing. A 
measure of this sort might come within an organic complex of decisions dictated 
by an energy, transportation and reorientation of consumption policy designed 
to replace individual with collective means of carrying passengers and cargo, 
and substituting other energy sources for oil. Im any case, if a decision 
were made to increase gasoline prices, we would point out that it would be 
well to have the lowest incidence on the lower octanes and for the income ob- 
tained by this means to be channeled into social expenditures." 














1982 Budget Revision 


The report urged the need for a profound revision of the budget for this year 
with a view to greater sincerity and efficiency. "It is not a question of 
dealing with a temporary emergency, but of reorganizing the financial, economic, 
administrative and social plan for state management as a function of the public 
interest and the welfare of the nation as a whole." 


The document urges the justness of a definite alteration in expenditures "without 
affecting the actual employment level in the public sector, or social expendi- 
tures, or the implementation of the basic investment program, but rather and 

on the contrary, such as to ensure an improvement in services, to provide impetus 
for economi activity and to achieve significant progress in terms of just dis- 
tribution of the national income. "We state clearly that we will not accept 

the imposition of sacrifices on the workers exclusively, in the form of unjusti- 
fied dismissals, wage freezing or abandonment of improvement of living and 
working conditions for the employees in the service of the state." 


The document warns that the CTV is not adamantly opposed to the rationalization 
of personnel expenditures within the public administration, but says that the 
proper conditions for this should be established first. It stresses that "with- 
out affecting the level of actual employment, there is considerable specific 
budget margin for assimilation, without substantial socioeconomic consequences." 


Reduction and Corruption 


The document says that the nominal effect of the adjustment of expenditures 
must be greater than the real effect, in terms of actual employment and demand 
on the part of the public sectors for goods and services. ‘Administrative 
corruption might also decrease with these measures of austerity, frugality 

and healthy economy. With a budget adapted to real and legitimate needs, the 
margin for peddling influence and illicit enrichment would practically dis- 
appear." 


The document says that collective bargaining cannot be placed in a straitjacket 
under the current circumstances. "We believe that the legitimate aspirations 
of the workers must be adapted to the economic restrictions resulting from 

the situation we are discussing. However, it is neither just nor desirable 

for the development of activities as such, nor for social peace, to freeze 
collective bargaining." The document states that what is necessary is the 
establishment of a balanced and dynamic system of costs, prices and income, 

to which end it is indispensable that the Cost, Price and Wage Commission de- 
manded by the CTV "function fully on an adequate technical and operational 
institutional basis, with specific functions where the marketing margins, profit 
rates and market prices are concerned." The document says that the functioning 
and necessary expansion of basic poublic services--health, education, social 
security, food and transportation--must be safeguarded against any budget ad- 
justment. It notes the need to maintain expenditures for low-income housing, 
whether it be through direct programs or through the partial financing of the 
buyers’ interests. 
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Finally, the CTV believes that the present situation is favorable for carrying 
out real tax reform, which would not only make it possible to establish better 
balance in the tax system and to expand the sources of ordinary fiscal income 
with oil independence, but would also serve to promote the better distribution 
of income and wealth, the reorganization of consumption patterns, savings and 
investments beneficial to the coutry, and the establishment of tax pressure 

in the real sense on the desirable level. The document proposes that the fi- 
nancing of current state expenditures be made the responsibility of the domestic 
taxpaying sector, and that oil income be channeled entirely into reproductive 
investments and expenditures for social development.

OIL SALES TO ROMANIA—The Romanian ambassador, Mosin Argint, has informed 
Minister of Foreign Affairs Luciano Valero of his government's desire to pur- 
chase Venezuelan crude oil and iron ore and to arrange new trade exchanges 
between the two countries. This diplomatic representative, after his inter- 
view with Minister Valero. last Wednesday, said that relations between the coun- 
tries "had been very favorable in the political, diplomatic and cultural sectors, 
but now we want to step up economic relations." "We are trying to buy Vene- 
zuelan crude oil and iron ore," Argint said, "and at the same time we are trying 
to sell Romanian oil equipment, as well as cement, fertilizers and farm 
machinery. In this connection, the government representatives with whom I 

have talked have studied the possibilities but we do not yet have a precise 

date for making this trade exchange effective." He revealed that a Ministry 

of Energy and Mines delegation headed by Vice Minister Jose Ignacio Moreno Leon 
will visit Romania at the end of May to tour the Romanian plants producing 

oil equipment and purchase some, along with those which Venezuela purchases 

from the United States, Canada and other countries. "We are certain that this 
Venezuelan delegation will appreciate the high quality of our equipment," he 
stressed, "since we are regarded as the leading exporters in this category 

after the United States."

FEWER GUATEMALANS ENTER MEXICO SINCE COUP

[Text] Frontera Comalapa, Chiapas, 25 Mar--The military junta recently formed 
to govern Guatemala has increased surveillance of the Mexican border. Army 
repression of peasants in Guatemala has risen acutely, and fewer undocumented 
Guatemalans are entering Mexican territory since the coup-d'etat there. 


According to information provided by Guatemalan peasants Hugo Lopez and Antonio 
Hernandez, who managed to cross the border into Mexico yesterday afternoon, the 
Guatemalan Army is using some 20,000 soldiers to watch the border with Mexico 
more closely. The figure is based on estimates by the informants. 


Fearful of discovery, the two peasants said, "From Huehuetenango to San Marcos" 
(along the Mexican-Guatemalan border) "there are many ‘pintos' [soldiers] 
watching to see that no one crosses the border. We had a hard time getting 
through the military's blockade." They added that “Since the soldiers took 
over the government of Guatemala, the number of crimes has increased. The 

army has been coming into almost every village and assassinating our comrades 
under the pretext of looking for guerrillas." 


Two days ago a Mexican peasant, who told this reporter he was a resident of 
Joaquin M. Gutierrez, a town located some 10 kilometers from the Guatemalan 
border, said "I saw two corpses floating in the river; one of them didn't 
seem to have any arms." 


On the other hand, the Guatemalan Refugee Coordinating Aid Committee said it 
has no information to the effect that the number of Guatemalan refugees in 
our country has increased recently. 


On this same topic, our Guatemalan informants anxiously stated, "We are very 
much afraid that we will be reported to the Immigration Service. This would 
mean being deported to our country, and they're killing people there." 


Visibly nervous, they added, "We haven't eaten since yesterday, and the people 


here, it's as if they don't want to give us any food. Besides, everyone 
speaks badly about those who, like us, are fleeing from Guatemala. 
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"One gentleman from over there," said Hugo, indicating the mountains, “told 
us that those of us coming over from the other side are communists, and that's 
why he wouldn't give us any food." 


Based on what this reporter has seen, a rumor campaign has been started among 
the Mexican peasants who live near the Guatemalan border to discourage people 
from giving any aid to Guatemalan refugees. The refugees are said to be 

either guerrillas or communists who are coming into Mexico to rob and murder. 


It is worth pointing out that along the highways leading from Tuxtla Gutierrez 
to the Guatemalan border, one commonly encounters military detachments, and 
the soldiers in them are appreciably well armed. There are also detachments 
of the State Public Safety Police, who inspect cars and buses, asking the 
passengers for personal identification and in some cases, as in Frontera 
Cuauhtemoc, requesting passports.

PERUVIAN PRESIDENT EXPRESSES SUPPORT TO PRESIDENT GALTIERI

[Text] Lima, 2 May (TELAM)--President Leopoldo Galtieri today told his 
Peruvian colleague, Fernando Belaunde, that yesterday Argentina retaliated 
for the British air attack on the Malvinas with “unloaded arms," that is to 
say, the Argentines did not take action with aggressive intent, but only 

to reassert their claim. 


President Belaunde said that they exchanged mutual congratulations. He 
said that he congratulated Galtieri for the responsible manner in which 
the British attack on Puerto Argentino was retaliated yesterday. Belaunde 
recounted what Galtieri had said: "We carried out the operation ‘with arms 
unloaded.’ [i.e. without hostile intent]." 


Belaunde said that, to that expression by Galtieri, he replied by telling 
the Argentine president that no wonder San Martin had been called the saint 
of the sword, which means that the sword must only be employed honorably, 
with profoundly humane sentiments. 


Belaunde said that peace was above all else, but reiterated that, should 
the conflict worsen, Peru is willing to support Argentina to the limit of 
its possibilities, although he did not elaborate. 


The Peruvian president then disclosed that he had held several telephone 


conversations with General Galtieri, as including Prime Minister Manuel 
Ulloa and Foreign Minister Javier Arias Stella.

THE Caribbean 
Development Bank (CDB) 
has announced a US$12 
million soft loan for 
Barbados and Jamaica 
and said Guyana had 
been excluded from the 
package because of its 
economic problems. 


“Our Board of 
Directors have just ac- 
cepted a USAID (United 
States Agency for 
International Develop- 
ment) soft loan under the 


'Caribbean Development 


Facility (CDF) to be used 
for financing the local 
costs of high priority 
projects,’’ CDB President 
William Demas told a 
news conference Friday.

Barbados and Jamaica. Guyana 
has not been included for the 
time being for economic 
reasons, until they re-establish 
a programme with the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) 
and they = re-establish a 
structural adjustment loan 
drawing from the World Bank.”

[Text] This has been a week of galloping escalation toward almost inevitable 
war between Argentina and Britain. Britain's announcement of an air and sea 
blockade in the South Atlantic created high-voltage tension which heightened 
both here and abroad as the week wore on. A measure introduced by Argentina 
as of Thursday in which the government announced that it was countering the 
British blockade by ordering that any British ship or plane, military or 
civilian, discovered within Argentine territorial waters or jurisdictional 
airspace would be considered hostile and treated accordingly, trought the 
opponents in the Malvinas Islands dispute forehead to forehead in what appears 
to be a countdown toward an explosive all-out conflict which will rock the 
South Atlantic and very probably the world. 


Whatever hope for fair mediation in the conflict by the up to now semi-neutral 
United States which had existed until yesterday was dashed by the fateful 
announcement by the U.S. Government that it was ordering economic sanctions 
against Argentina and that it was cutting off military aid to the armed 
forces government here in Buenos Aires. The U.S. also suggested that it 
would respond favourably to British requests for "material support." This 
decisive and unmistakably clear action on the part of Washington represented 
the virtual burning of what was very likely the last bridge over which both 
London and Buenos Aires could have crossed to be carried out of harm's way 

in what is sure to be a horrifying bloody and strategically exhausting war for 
the right to rule some of the world's remotest islands. 


The start of a war in the South Atlantic between two basically Western nations, 
which should, historically and culturally, have enough firm ties to be able 

to work out their one point of contention without taking up arms, will mark 
very much more than the initiation of a bilateral conflict for national 
sovereignty. It will point to the failure of the Western world's diplomatic 
system, whereby disputes among natural allies should never have to be carried 
to the battlefield, but which, nonetheless, are, due to diplomatic inflexi- 
bility. It will very likely create a situation in which, since top world 
powers are involved, countries throughout the world will be diplomatically 

and politically forced to choose sides in the dispute. It could well lead 
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to an eventual armed conflict between the world's superpowers, which, if not 
a world war, could at least become an international conflict on a level 

with the Korean or Vietnam wars. And no matter what else comes of the con- 

flict, combat action in itself is going to mean, heartbreak, bitterness and 

sorrow for many and the total destruction of any chance for settlement with- 
out the spilling of a great deal of blood for everyone involved.

TENTATIVE UNION AGREEMENT WITH BATELCO; GO-SLOW ENDED

[Text] The militant Bahamas Communications and Public Officers Union last 
week reached a tentative "Good Friday" agreement with Batelco after a fierce 
four-month dispute that led to a mass demonstration, two go-slows and the ar- 
rest of union leaders. 


The union said in a press statement today that it did not achieve all its ob- 
jectives in terms of salaries and working conditions but that a "spirit of 
compromise" was the best course of action in the face of an unreasonably un- 
cooperative management and to avoid prolonging the matter. 


The tentative three-year pact, reached over nine hours of talks between 3:30 
pm Thursday and 2 am Friday, came seven months after the old contract expired 
and is retroactive to October l, 1981. 


The union said that it is expected that the new agreement will be ratified by 
the union's membership later this week and signed in due course. 


In reaching an agreement, the union called off its two-week old "go-slow" and 
overtime ban it placed into effect on March 29, a week after it ended its 
first go-slow and overtime ban imposed on March l. 


The union said the accord was hammered out during intensive negotiations un- 
der the auspices of Labour Minister Clement Maynard due mainly to the efforts 
of union financial advisor chartered accountant Franklyn Wilson. 


"The BCPOU considers it to be of some significance that this breakthrough oc- 
curred in the wee hours of Good Friday," the union said in its announcement. 


“While the BCPOU may not have achieved all its objectives in the negotiations 
in terms of salaries and working conditions, on concluding the exercises, 
union representatives were satisfied that they had got the best deal possible, 
considering the existing circumstances," the union said: 


It added: "They were convinced that a spirit of compromise on the part of 
the union was the best course of action to take in the face of an unreasonably 
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uncooperative management as the interest of the union's members as well as 
the public would not have been served by any further prolongation of an al- 
ready unduly protracted process." 


The union said that the tentative accord came after a fierce four-month dis- 
pute over the lack of progress in the negotiations during which "some rather 
unfortunate events occurred," precipitated by the union's first go-slow and 
overtime ban beginning March l. 


It also pointed to management's unprecedented mass suspension of 129 overseas 
operators in Nassau and Grand Bahama which followed, escalating to the point 
where the police were ordered to remove workers bodily from the corporation's 
premises on March 12, resulting in 43 arrests. 


The union said that for a seven-day period following that the workers were 
off the job in what management termed an “illegal strike" and what the union 
considered an “illegal lock-out," for which the workers had their pay docked. 


The union also thanked Mr Wilson for contributing to a mutually satisfactory 
resolution of the matter, saying that he has again proven himself to be "an 
untiring and selfless friend of the worker." 


It also expressed appreciation for the personal interest of the Prime Minis- 


ter, who, on several occasions, met with union representatives and spoke with 
president Charles Bethel by telephone.

HOTEL WORKERS CONTRACT--Members of the Bahamas Hotel and Catering Workers 
Union Tuesday night ratified "by a slim margin" a new contract agreed to last 
week by the union and the Bahamas Hotel Employers Association, a reliable 
source said today.

President Ronald Reagan of the United States 
from all indications enjoyed his four-day working 
holiday in Barbados without any unsavoury in- 
cidents on the part of the locals that might have 
soured his visit. But the irony of it all was that his 
own security men by their behaviour towards the 
local press could hardly be said to have realised that 
the President’s visit, apart from providing him with 
a break from his demanding White House duties, was 
intended to win friends and influence people. 


In fact, from their behaviour the security men 
have only succeeded in projecting the image of the 
“ugly American’’ in an environment which 
welcomed them as friends. It was more than national 
hn which led many Barbadians to deciare even 

fore President Reagan arrived here that he would 
be safer in Barbados than he would even be in 
Washington. Then on top of that the man in charge of: 
the United States’ arrangements for security, Mr. 
Kim McCarthy, had told this newspaper that he did 
not regard Barbados as any security threat where 
the President was concerned. But it did not seem as 
ifhe told his colleagues this for from their behaviour 
towards the local press the impression was given 
that they regarded every local journalist or 
camerman as a potential assassin. 

They pushed them around; they even pounded 
some of them with blows at Ilaro Court when they 
tried to have access to an area where the American 
pressmen had been allowed to enter without any 
vbjection, and it tooked as if the local press were 
intruders in their own country at an affair where the 
very security men were the guests of all Barbadians. 

The pathetic excuse offered was that the United 
States security men are familiar with the 
Washington press ang od people even to the extent of 
being on a first name basis, while they did not know 
the local press people. But it was for this reason that 
the Government Information Service, whose mem- 
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bers also know the local press members on a first 
name basis, had mounted in advance a system 
providing security passes for members of the local 
press who would be covering certain functions in- 
volving the President. 


They even went to the trouble of limiting the 
number of local press members at each function 
arranging what were termed “tight pools” wi 
I who were assigned to the various functions 
having their names submitted to the American 
security men in advance. The “‘tight pool’’ idea was 
to prevent too many local press people from being 
involved at the same time so that the media, 
especially the print media, had to share assign- 
ments. This is why readers would have seen the 
bylines of a number ation staffers featuring on 
our pages during the Meagan visit. 

The local press agreed to all this, only to find that it 
made no difference to the United States security 
men. It would have been easy to assume that 
because so many of the local press are blacks, what 
can only be described as the irrational behaviour of 
the United States security men towards the local 
ress corps had its roots in racism. For racist 

haviour is always irrational. But as Barbadians 
we would be generous and give them the benefit of 
the doubt, bearing in mind that however obnoxious 
their behaviour might have been, the standards of 
common decency and we might even add, of civilised 
beings, would demand such generosity. 


We would even goso far as to allow for the fact that 
unless the security men around President Reagan 
can give the impression that without them he is dead, 
many of them might not be needed. So it is un- 
derstandable that they might even unwittingly 
create “security” situations when there are none. It 
is also understandable that following the attempt on 
President Reagan’s life in Washington last year, 
where the security men were caught napping, their 
determination not to allow this to again happen, 
forces them into extremes. 


But what makes the difference is intelligence and 
discretion. The sort of ‘‘bullying’’ one can do in his 
own house has to be tempered in another person’s 
home. The United States security men did enou 
nonsense that if Barbadians were a ple of dif- 
ferent temperamentthey would really havehad 
trouble on their hands. But all the local journalists 
wanted was to get on with their work. It is ironic too 
that with all the privileges afforded the visiting 
American pressmen by the President’s security men 
the scoop of the visit, the first pictures taken by 
President Reagan going intothe sea for the first 
time on his visit here, were taken by a Barbadian.

PRESIDENT Ronald Reagan of the United States end- 
ed a visit of historic proportions on Sunday when he 
flew out of Bar after a four-day stop-over 
which all true nationals welcomed in much the same 
way as — did other international figures, even if 
less erful politically. 

ea und his party, including his wife,Nancy. 
were we ed to our shores in the spirit of Bajan 
hospitality and because we are always proud to 
share the beauty of our island with others who do 
not always enjoy the sun and sea that is with us 
every day of the year, and which we so often take 
for granted. 

There is also political significance in the visit 
since we live in a world where politics does matter. 
A number of political and other conclusions, some 
not so right, are likely to be drawn from the visit in 
coming months. 

We think it unfortunate that the only ugly con- 
clusions which will be drawn from the visit not 
be those of the politically frustrated and the 
ideologically confused. The treatment meted out to 
members of the local Press will leave a bad taste in 
the mouths of many, for whom the visit will be 
remembered because of the unsa incidents at 
llaro Court and Sandy Lane Estate on the Friday and 
Saturday of the visit by Reagan. 

Barbadians will open their arms to visitors of 
all description-as we did even to the. notorious 
Ronald Biggs of the British ‘Great Train Robbery” 
only last year. The natural warmth and enthusiasm 
of Barbadians for the Reagan visit was turned to 
disappointment and perhaps, anger, as a result of 
the fact that local journalists were denied entry by 
White House security men at the Sardy Lane estate 
on Saturday. On the day before, a: the official 
residence of the Prime Minister, Barbadian 
nalists, following members of the American 8 
group, were denied entry, and physically assaulted 
when they asserted themselves in an effort to 
record and cover the proceedings of that evening. 

These two incidents, in the tense atmosphere 
close to the president, tended to sour relations to an 
extent that led radio commentators to draw the in- 
consistencies to their audiences during live broad- 


casts on radio stations. 
We strongly resent the treatment meted out to 


members of the Barbados Press on their home ter- 
ritory doing nothing more than what their job re- 
quired — and under very strict and sometimes try- 
ing conditions set down by the American authorities 
and fully complied with by all concerned with 
almost meekness : 

We found that the security staff were almost 
inhuman in their dealings with local journalists, 
which in the circumstances of race were

FARM PACT WITH CANADA--Barbados and Canada yesterday signed a Memorandum of 
Understanding providing for a five-year extension of the Canadian Farm Labour 
Programme. The new agreement also calls for employers to pay the return 
transportation costs for workers, provide adequate housing, and pay wages 
equal to those paid to Canadians doing similar jobs. Canadian Minister of 
Employment and Immigration Mr. Lloyd Axworthy, signed on behalf of his coun- 
try, while Labour Minister Mr. Vic Johnson, signed on behalf of Barbados. Mr. 
Johnson spoke highly of the new agreement, describing it as "a very important 
document of cooperation between our two Governments." Both Ministers also em- 
phasised the importance of the agreement in furthering the ties between the 
two Commonwealth countries, and saw it as an important input into both the 
Barbadian and Canadian Labour schemes. Mr. Axworthy commented on the remark- 
able record and achievement of Barbadian workers in terms of the major farm 
industries in Southern Ontario, and noted that the scheme was strongly sup- 
ported by the agricultural community in Canada.

ST VINCENT CANE WORKERS--Help for the reaping of Barbados‘ 1982 sugar harvest, 
in the form of Vincentian canecutters, is now being flown into the island. 
Yesterday, 44 of the islanders disembarked from a Leeward Islands Air Trans- 
port (LIAT) chartered aircraft at the Grantley Adams International Airport, to 
be met by officials of the Barbados Sugar Producers’ Association (BSPA) and 
plantation owners. The flight was the third of ‘a number of charters which the 
BSPA has arranged to move the some 300 Vincentians which it has been given 
permission by Government to employ to meet the perennial shortage of canecut- 
ters which the sugar crop faces. However, BSPA president, Geoffrey Armstrong, 
told THE NATION that it was likely that the BSPA would only be responsible for 
recruiting about 250 workers and plantations who required additional help 
would have to make the necessary arrangements themselves. Armstrong said that 
the BSPA was determined not to allow a repeat of the situation which occurred 
last year when over 200 Vincentians arrived aboard the Vincentian Government- 
owned motor vessel, the Hairoun Star, under conditions which evoked wide crit- 
icism throughout the community.

PRESIDENT FIGUEIREDO DELIVERS LABOR DAY SPEECH

[Text] Brasilia, 1 May (AFP)--Brazilian President Joao Batista Figueiredo 
today reaffirmed his determination to reestablish a democratic regime in the 
country, emphasizing that democracy disapproves of those who preach a truth 
which is not supported by facts, those who preach only their own truth, the 
apostles of demagogy. 


I have always wanted a liberal style democracy and I do not believe that, 
as many people say, a democracy practiced with loyalty is hard to govern, 
said Figueiredo in a message delivered to workers on labor day tonight. 


Figueiredo said that democracy is not difficult to administer and that the 
difficult thing to administer is demagogy because it falsifies, perverts 
and degenerates democracy. 


The Brazilian president indicated that his government is involved in 
improving the life conditions of the poor, in eliminating total poverty 
and that this effort responds to an unavoidable ethical imperative. 


Figueiredo asked the people's support for the government actions, emphasizing 
that he relies on people's wisdom not to be deceived by the preachers of 
nothingness. He emphasized that public opinion is going to do justice to 
the work he is carrying out in confronting the serious and dangerous crisis 
which is affecting the world. I believe that the people-—-turning deaf ears 
to the maneuvers of thosewhodefy and systematically criticize the regime-- 
will not disappoint the trust I have in them.

SALE OF PLANES TO ARGENTINA AUTHORIZED

[Text] Rio de Janeiro, 28 Apr (TELAM)--The local media revealed today that 
Brazilian aeronautic minister Lt Gen Delio Jardim de Mattos has authorized 
the sale of military planes to Argentina. 


According to the newspaper JORNAL DO COMERCIO, Jardim de Mattos also admitted 
the possibility of sending some EMB-111, of the Brazilian air force (FAB), 

to the Brazilian aeronautic company (Embraer), for a quick servicing and 
painting with the Argentine colors in order to expedite their delivery. 


These aircrafts are fitted with a sophisticated electronic equipment which 
prevents them from being placed by enemy radars and, in addition to being 
equipped with rockets to destroy submerged objects, are capable of detecting 
submarines. 


According to JORNAL DO COMERCIO, the possibility that Brazil may sell aero- 
nautic war materiel to Argentina has caused great concern to the government | 
of Great Britain, whose air force attache in Brasilia yesterday met with 

some authorities of this branch. 





The newspaper pointed out that no details of the result of the meeting were 
disclosed and that the British attache was not able to meet with Jardim de 

Mattos, therefore, he limited his meetings to the level of the aeronautics 

staff. 


The daily O GLOBO for its part reported that the FAB has placed 14 Xavante 
fighters, built in partnership with the Air Macchi Company of Italy, and 
four EMB-111 at the disposal of Embraer. 


O GLOBO added that Embraer sources announced that a team of Argentine pilots 
will begin training in the EMB-11l1 next week. 


On the other hand the daily stated that persistent rumors spread last Monday 
evening saying that an Argentine plane had taken off from the airport of the 
Aerospace Technology Center (CTA), in Sao Jose Dos Campos, interior of Sao 
Paulo State, transporting war materiel.

Saraiva said that he supported the position of the Peruvian foreign minister 
who suggested a halt to hostilities and a truce in order to prevent actions 
which may worsen the situation. 


He said: "Nobody will benefit from the deterioration of the situation."

ARTILLERY COLONEL RUBEN CABRERA ARIAS FEATURED 
Havana VERDE OLIVO in Spanish 7 Jan 82 pp 42-43

[Text] When we asked to speak to one of the best innovators in the Central 
Army, they immediately said: "See Ruben, the artilleryman." 


Lt Col Ruben Cabrera Arias recently received an award from ANIR [National As- 
sociation of Innovators and Efficiency Experts] for his valuable work in the 
movement since its creation. 


His work has received different recognitions including second place in the 
FAR Artillery Leaders Exhibit last year. The most important thing for him 
is not to win awards but to create useful things that solve problems and can 
quickly be generalized. 


He carefully studies each question and, more importantly, consults his conm- 
rades. He considers each opinion until he finds the right solution, always 
thinking about what can favorably influence increased combat readiness of 
the troops. 


By Chance 


Lieutenant Colonel Cabrera said that he became an artilleryman almost by 
chance. In 1961, after participating as a militiaman in the clean-up of the 
Escambray, his chief suggested that he join that branch. The guns impressed 
him and he made the decision. He was soon a student in a topographers course. 


"All that I know I owe to the FAR. When I joined its ranks, I had done poorly 
in sixth grade in Gibara where I was born. During these years, I have learned 
different specialties and held different positions. I recently completed the 
Artillery Directed Academic Course," he said. 


"IT was falling more in love with this activity every day and began to concern 
myself with facilitating combat work in the artillery units." 


By 1968 he had created his first innovation: an additional charge for the 
122mm howitzer. This is used in many units which have adapted it to their 











caliber system and improved it technically. It is very useful and permits 
training in loading projectiles. 


For some time he has been involved in perfecting a device for remote firing 
of artillery. Due to the complexity and expense, it is necessary to train 
troops with imitation projectiles. Ruben proposed to create something that 
would approximate reality as much as possible. 


He explained: "The original idea came fram one of our Soviet advisers. We 
talked a lot about it and he gave me the necessary impetus to begin construc- 
tion. Now, after many variations, we have achieved very positive results." 


The device is an inside tube with recoverable projectiles which explode when 
fired so that the firer can make the necessary observations and corrections, 
all at a relatively low cost. 


One of its main advantages is that it makes distances much more real. It 
also permits use of all the elements and makes the training more camplete. 


After the initial problems were overcome, he achieved good scope and flight 
Stability and the projectile did not penetrate the ground much which facili- 
tated its recovery. 


However, the work is not over for its creator. He pointed out: "It is neces- 
sary to find new applicatims and it still has to pass a technical evaluation 
for its generalized use." 





He has also invented training fuses, an interior addition to rifles for dir- 
ect firing and auxiliary measures for rocket-launchers to facilitate the work 
and reduce the preparation time for firing. 





Follower 


Lt Col Ruben Cabrera has included many comrades in his creative activity in- 
cluding Jose Antonio Chavez, a soldier in the General Military Service. When 
he entered the FAR, he was a lathe apprentice. Now he is a teacher and an 
effective aide to Ruben. 


He has also received cooperation from civilian entities like the Victoria de 
Giron shipyard, the Snith Camas mill and the No. 3 automotive shop of the En- 
terprise for Repair of Agricultural-Livestock Equipment. Cabrera Arias said: 
"Each time we have requested their help, they have given it to us. Not only 
that but they have undertaken the tasks with the same concern and enthusiasm 
that we have. 


"This demonstrates the affection that the people feel fa the FAR and the 
rise of the movement for efficiency and innovations throughout the country. 


"In our unit, for example, many comrades have joined in this task. The sup- 
port of the chiefs and the work done by the political and mass organizations 
have greatly influenced this. 


"Also when we attend conferences and exhibits, we learn what other comrades 
have done ani new ideas come to mind."

HOLGUIN FARM IMPLEMENT COMPLEX DESCRIBED 
Havana CUBA INTERNACIONAL in Spanish Jan 82 pp 13-18

[Text] A tour of the entire area of the Heroes del 26 de Julio farm implement 
complex means an investment of several hours and a 5-kilometer walk. This is 
a conservative estimate after viewing each one of the work areas in this mod- 
ern industrial center. In his speech at its inauguration, Fidel Castro cor- 
rectly called it a "real jewel" since it is a well-planned project that cov- 
ers all the aspects of production and the social needs of the workers. 


All its installations distributed in 15 large buildings over an area of 
340,000 square meters, more than 40 hectares, can be seen from the bridge on 
the broad street that runs the length of the complex. 


The complex is located in the industrial zoe of the city of Holguin on the 
highway to the town of San German. It faces the 60 Aniversario de la Revolu- 
cion de Octubre cane combine factory. They and the factory for cane carts 
that is being built next to Heroes del 26 de Julio will constitute the lar- 
gest camplex in the Cuban mechanical industry. 


This industrial complex was planned to include all the basic production pro- 
cesses with sufficient capacity to produce a high percentage of the parts for 
the equipment that it will produce. This minimizes foreign and national co- 
operation and imports. 


The new industrial installation has five basic areas laid out following the 
logical order of the production flow. The first two include the preparation 
shops--cutting and shaping, foundry for steel, cast iron and nonferrous smelt- 
ing and forging--and the processing shops for machining, thermal treatment 

and electroplating. 


The third area has the assembly and mounting shops where they do welding and 
mechanical assembly, operate the assembly lines and paint the equipment. The 
fourth area has shops for auxiliary production like tools, maintenance and 
carpentry. 
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The fifth area is for services including the energy core of the factory: 
electricity, air, steam, gas, etc. It also contains the main laboratory, 
the automotive shop, warehouses, fuel and lubricant stations and the social 
and administrative facilities. 


Engineer Salvador Selva, head of the investment control department for the 
project, explained that the factory is now at an intensive stage preparing 

for the start-up of all its production and service areas. Any large indus- 
trial center normally goes through this stage of adjustments in the production 
flow, machine tests, improvement of work organization and even intensified 
training of the personnel. This last task started months ago since as the 
construction workers finished different areas, they started experimental oper- 
ations. In this way, they manufactured thousands of spare parts for the cane 
combines, prototypes for the Mayari and Bayamo cultivators and straw threshers. 


By the end of 1981, the complex had to produce 3,685 pieces of six types of 
agricultural equipment. In 1982 that amount will increase and will reach its 
maximum capacity of 27 models during this 5-year period. 


When it is operating at full capacity, the Heroes del 26 de Julio camplex will 
produce 10,850 pieces of farm equipment annually including centrifuge ferti- 
lizers, mowers, plows with three or six discs, fertilizers, cultivating plows 
with four arms, harrowers, manure tanks, levelers and storage tanks. It will 
also manufacture thousands of tons of parts for the basic products and for 
repairs. Its ferrous foundry will produce 5,000 tons of steel and 2,600 tons 
of iron each year. 


Due to the technological equipment and the degree of mechanization, the com- 
plete plan for the complex includes 363 technicians of different levels, 
1,947 skilled laborers and another 990 workers for a total of 3,300. Already 
1,829 of these are working at their jobs. 


More than 300 workers were trained for the start-up of the complex by Bulgar- 
ian specialists in Bulgaria and at the complex itself. This factory was built 
through collaboration with that fraternal country. Its specialists planned 
the project and have been in Cuba for 4 years working on the construction, 
assembly and now the start-up of the shops. The majority of the equipment 
and machines are of Bulgarian manufacture. 


Since the beginning of the project, 113 Bulgarian specialists have partici- 
pated including tecmicians in foundry crucibles, pipe fitters, forge special- 
ists, metallurgical engineers, thermal technicians, millwrights, rectifiers, 
technologists, shaping specialists, programmers and mechanical engineers for 
the maintenance of the ferrous foundry, forge and thermal treatment shops. 


The day after the inauguration of the complex, sane of its main shops were 
Operating, mainly on the production of spare parts, equipment and the pre- 
paration of different production lines. Last year's plan (the complex was 
inaugurated on 26 July 1981) included the production of harrowers, platers, 
fertilizers, Mayari and Bayamo cultivators and straw threshers: 3,865 units 
worth 5,284,000 pesos. 
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"It is not necessary to explain that we will be working here as long as neces- 
sary," stated Bulgarian specialist Nikola Nikolev. He explained that once 
the manufacturing complex began operating, the main task was to adjust the 
different production lines for high quality. Due to their nature, some shops 
take months to stabilize their production. 


This conversation took place in the cutting and shaping shop. Like the rest 
of the shops, it will have two shifts working 280 days a year. The exception 
is the steel foundry which will have three shifts working 300 days a year. 


The cutting and shaping shop turns out semifinished products starting with 
raw materials like sheets, bars and sections. It has very modern equipment 
from Bulgaria and other socialist countries. Supplies for this project to- 
taled 20,000 tons, basically equipment from the socialist bloc. 


Investments for the farm implement complex reached about 90 million pesos 
(47 million pesos in equipment and machinery). 


When walking through this large shop which, like the rest of the buildings, 
has an effective ventilation system and adequate illumination, what is most 
noticeable? 


Perhaps it is the power that the operation of modern equipment which shapes 
thick, heavy steel plates gives man. There are metal shears of different 
types which can cut sheets & millimeters thick--probably the only of its 
type in Cuba--a press that exerts pressure of up to 1,000 tons, machines that 
bend the sections, pipe cutters, hydraulic saws, air drills, etc. 


According to the program, this shop must process 11,455 tons of plates, bars 
and sections. 


Welder Armentino Ricardo Salinas pointed out that this factory has ideal 
technology in foundry, forge and shaping metal. His glance covered the 
12-ton hydraulic press, the sheet bending machine, the forge and the double- 
action hammer that shapes parts up to 200 kg. 


This powerful equipment sits on a foundation of 220 cubic meters of concrete. 
It is supported on piers so that the metalworking does not cause vibrations 
that affect the building. 


The shop has shaping and shaving presses and an air hammer. It must process 
|,850 tons of forged material and 2,050 tons of stamped material per year. 


One of the most complex shops is the foundry which will supply cast steel, 
iron, bronze and aluminum parts to the enterprise. Its annual capacity will 
be about 5,000 tons of steel, 2,600 tons of iron, 30 tons of bronze and 350 
tons of aluminum. This shop can be considered a complete factory within the 
gizantic complex since it has the auxiliary services of each of the shops in 
the Heroes del 26 de Julio complex. 
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It is an important factory with two induction furnaces for casting iron parts 
and two electric arc furnaces for steel. The technological camplex is fed by 
a mixer which keeps the liquid metal warm and a number of molding machines, 
drying rooms, blowers, unmolders, etc. 


It has automatic lines to move and feed the molds and the unmolded products. 


The section to prepare sand for the different types of casting is highly 
mechanized. There is an interesting transportation system for the sand 
needed for those tasks along conveyer belts. 


The nonferrous foundry has three hearth furnaces for bronze, aluminum and 
alloys. 


All the foundries have an emergency auxiliary plant to keep the furnaces 
working in case of interruptions in electrical power. This always guarantees 
the casting of the metal. 


The equipment in the thermal treatment shop is also modern. Its capacity was 
created to satisfy the demands of basic production and cooperation with other 
areas. 


The machine shop has 167 machine tools and equipment that is "the last word" 
in that field: programmed lathes, milling and duplicating machines, coordi- 
nate drills and optical rectifiers that require special training for operation. 


The shop has automatic lines to distribute the semifinished products and 
tools, finished products and a line to pick up shavings. 


The different shops in the complex have approximately 800 pieces of technolo- 
gical equipment. They include tools for cutting, machining, finishing, ad- 
justing and verifying instruments in the auxiliary shops. 


The installations in the main laboratory are equally modern. Chemical analy- 
ses, mechanical and physical tests and measurements are done here. 


The Heroes del 26 de Julio complex has the necessary energy, more than 500,000 
cubic meters of water per year, fuel tanks and tanks for propane-butane gas. 
It is basically used for thermal treatment of the components produced. 


The complex has indoor and outdoor storage areas scattered throughout which 
have equipment like portal cranes and forklifts that mechanize the operations. 
Its social facilities include large dining rooms that serve all the personnel 
in the entire center, a 600-seat theater, lockers, bathrooms, recreation and 
rest areas, sports fields and parks. 


After inaugurating the factory, the top Cuban leader, Fidel Castro, stated: 
"With deeds like these, with efforts like these, with successes like these, 
with projects like these, we can render the best tribute to those who died 
for justice, far the well-being and the progress of our people." 
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In his speech inaugurating the Heroes del 26 de Julio farm implement complex 

in Holguin, Commander in Chief Fidel Castro, first secretary of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party of Cuba and president of the Councils of 

State and Ministers, pointed out: "The fact that this plant will make it 
possible to solve basic problems in the national production of farm equipment 
and implements and also suppart the mechanical industry has special importance." 


He stated: "The new factory also means a number of advantages for the mechan- 
ical industry: concentration and specialization in the production of farm 
equipment and replacement of some of these imports through increased complex- 
ity and improved quality; strong support for agricultural spare parts includ- 
ing ones that the cane combine installations cannot make at the level de- 
manded; concentration and specialization of farm equipment production giving 
us Other capacity for the development of important plans like railroad equip- 
ment and construction equipment; guarantee of a broad range of farm equipment 
and implements, replacing some imports like plows with five and six discs, 
straw threshers, etc." 


After listing the general characteristics of the Heroes del 2& de Julio com 
plex, he described its economic, productive and social advantages in detail 
anc pointed out Bulgarian participation in its construction and assembly. 


In another part of his speech, he stated that, with the new industries cre- 
ated and to be created in the coming years in the eastern provinces, "a young 
working class is rising. These factories, with the effort that they demand, 
the organization that they demand, the discipline that they demand, are not 
only producers of combines, equipment and material goods but forgers of pro- 
letarians and proletarian awareness, socialist awareness and communist aware- 
ness. In the factories socialism was born and worker awareness was born-- 
that is, the most revolutionary awareness in our world." 


Referring to the internationalist aspect of Bulgarian participation in the 
construction of the manufacturing complex, the president of the Councils of 
State and Ministers of Cuba revealed: "The fact that Bulgaria has been able 
to supply us with a plant of this type, a complete plant, says a lot about 
Bulgaria and its development because Bulgaria did the project and supplied 
us all the technological equipment in the plant. It was responsible for 

the supply of that equipment. 


"That is a great example and makes us feel more fraternal, more grateful and 
more thankful toward Bulgaria. It makes us feel more convinced and more se- 
cure that the future of the peoples, the future of mankind, lies in socialisn. 
It makes us feel secure in the strength of our cause, our invincible cause."

PROBLEMS WITH LOADING EQUIPMENT CAUSING DEMURRAGE

[Text] Representatives of the administration and the union in Havana Part 

Unit 03 told TRABAJADORES about their problems due to problems with the hoist- 
ing mechanisms in moored ships and the lack of OP-2 forms far bulky cargo 

that overflows its docks. 


As a result of this situation, there is already the danger that the unit will 
again have an unfavorable economic balance campared to what its workers have 
proposed: to convert these docks into a source of revenue. 


Due to breakdowns in hoisting equipment, two Cuban ships are practically para- 
lyzed. This conspires against efficiency in the unit which already had a 
negative balance at the end of 1981 and is working hard to recover. 


The congestion in the warehouses is due to the fact that the OP-2 forms are 
missing. The imported cargo has to be deposited on the docks and that makes 
removal operations difficult and delays the transportation of the cargo to 
more distant places. The specialized equipment is overworked. 


At the docks 1,400 tons of cardboard fiber and pressed sawdust (pasteboard) 
of the Main Wood Enterprise and 1,450 tons of sheets and tinplate of the Main 
Metal Enterprise do not have documents for removal. 


Despite Difficulties 


In spite of the difficulties occurring, the unit hopes to achieve a favarable 
balance in impart cargo this month. At this time, 12 ships have ended with a 
positive balance for Unit 03. 


One important event was the record unloading of the Soviet ship "Profesor 


Baransky." It was finished in 5 days and cleared in 6 days, 7 hours and 19 
minutes.

INCREASES SEEN IN METALLURGY, ELECTRONIC PRODUCTION 
Havana TRABAJADORES in Spanish 2 Apr 82 p 1

[Text] The workers of the Metallurgical Union approved the plans of the or- 
ganisms of that branch to produce 723,518,000 pesos worth this year which 
means growth over the previous year. 


The products in the plan include 20,000 tons of steel bars for construction 
and another 290,000 of steel billets. Also included is consolidatim of con- 
struction of 600 Cuban Taino cement trucks and 600 railroad cars. The plan 
also includes 2,790 cane carts as a substantial contribution to the develop- 
ment of the sugar industry. 


One accomplishment that demonstrates Cuban industrial development is the com- 
pletion of a new citrus packing plant that will join those already in opera- 
tion. They have the most modern systems of automatic control for the mech- 
anical handling of fruit. 


To satisfy national demand, 5,000 refrigerators, 200,000 coffee pots, 275,000 
radios, 8,000 black and white televisions and 3,500 color televisions will be 
manufactured. The list of domestic appliances includes 200,000 gas and kero- 
sene stoves. Urban transportation will be strengthened with the delivery of 
1,230 Giron buses. 


To insure supplies to industry and services, the metallurgical workers pro- 
pose to increase the production of spare parts to total more than 110 million 
pesos. This includes parts for sugar harvest and agricultural equipment. 


The union indicated that it is not only a matter of increasing production but 
the cost per peso will be reduced 2 centavos and individual productivity will 
increase to more than 11,000 pesos, a 5=percent growth over 1981. 


They plan to save 9.5 million pesos in raw materials and supplies as a result 
of the application of more modern technology and surplus productim of arti- 
cles over the plan. The use of gasoline in the branch will decline by 80,000 
gallons while fuel oil will go down 75,000 gallons. 
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The members of ANIR [National Association of Innovatars and Efficiency Ex- 
perts] in the metallurgical industry plan to put 600 innowations into prac- 
tice. It is calculated that this will have an economic effect of 4 millim 
pesos, a considerable contributim to the national ecmomy.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE PRESIDENT CRITICIZES PRG ACTIONS 
Port-of-Spain TRINIDAD GUARDIAN in English 9 Apr 82 p 5

[Text] St. George's Thurs., (Cana)--Chamber of Commerce President, David 
Minors, complained here yesterday that Prime Minister Maurice Bishop's Peo- 
ple's Revolutionary Government (PRG) was using the businessmen's group as 
window-dressing. 


In an interview with Cana, Minors' disappointment surfaced as he reflected on 
a new regulation placing imports and exports under licence, increased company 
taxes, and Grenada's prospects of benefiting from the United States-inspired 
finance and trade plan for the Caribbean Basin. 


Another matter which the Chamber of Commerce finds irksome is its inability 
to publish its monthly bulletin, because of the newspaper law, announced last 
June, which banned newspapers for one year. 


Minors also said there was not complete agreement in the joint delegation of 
Government and Chamber of Commerce officials, which recently visited Washing- 
ton to discuss with American congressmen, President Reagan's Caribbean Basin 
Initiative (CBI). 


It was in the U.S. capital, said Minors, that the Chambers allowed the dele- 
gation leader, deputy Finance Minister, Lyden Ramdhanny, to know that the 
businessmen felt they were mere window-dressing. 


Minors continued: "There have been many instances in which we could have em- 
barrassed Government. And we have gone out of our way not to do, but we can't 


say the same for Government. 


"They have used all sorts of opportunities to tear into the private sector 
unfairly and in an unwarranted manner." 


Subject to Licence 
Minors said the new trading regulation meant that whatever was imported or 


exported," from a pin to an elephant, would be subject to licence. That was 
a disincentive (to business), said Minors. 
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(The regulation was to be discussed with Government officials yesterday at 
the request of the Chamber of Commerce). 


Turning to the increased taxation, Minors recalled that Finance Minister, 
Bernard Coard, spoke of the prospect of reductions for businesses which re- 
invested profits in Grenada, and called it a carrot-and-stick device. 


"My reaction to that description of the taxation", said Minors, "is that the 
Carrot is an anaemic variety grown on the arid dry lands of the island, while 
the stick is a wallaba pole." 


"If you are facing a situation where 55 per cent of profits goes back to Gov- 
ernment in income tax, and 25 per cent goes to workers--which I do not object 
to--and inflation is running at 15 to 20 per cent annually, just to replace 
stocks and keep going will take up all that and still have you borrowing from 
the bank, far less to undertake expansion." 


On Grenada's chances of benefitting from the Caribbean Basin Initiative, 
Minors said it was his understanding that Grenada would be excluded from bi- 
lateral aid, but was not excluded from the trade and investment part of the 
plan. 


"I think it would be an uphill job to benefit fully under investment, because 
there are other countries around posturing correctly, and the mere fact that 
the Government of the United States has said that Grenada has a totalitarian 
regime will keep North American investors away." 


On the question of the chamber's bulletin which reviewed business performance, 
Minors said for the past six months they had received promises from various 
Government people that the chamber would receive an exemption under the News- 
paper Publications Law. 


Minors said the chamber did have opportunities to hold discussions with Gov- 
ernment, but added: "A lot of its is just talk and nothing happens."

PUBLIC GROUPS CALL FOR BROAD-BASED DEMOCRATIC GOVERNMENT 
Council of Churches Initiative

[Text] GEORGETOWN, Wed., (Cana)--National groups in Guyana are calling for a 
broad-based democratic government as an essential to solving the current cri- 
Sis in the republic. 


The Guyana Council of Churches (GCC) took the initiative to summon a meeting 
as the food lines continued to lengthen in the capital. 


The result was a big gathering on April 7 of representatives from political 
parties, trade unions, business and professional organisations, Hindu and 
Muslim groups and other national organisations. 


A notable absentee was the ruling People's National Congress (PNC) and the 
Council of Churches expressed regret at its absence, noting that the party 
had itself recently called for a united effort to meet the crisis. 


Food Distribution 


The meeting declared that no single political party could effectively govern 
Guyana at this stage. 


There was concensus that the Council should take the initiative to secure and 
distribute emergency supplies of food and drugs from overseas donor agencies. 


It was also decided that the economic crisis could not be divorced from the 
political situation in the country, but also that solution of "the present 
decadence in our society" was dependent on all political parties. 


The Church Council was mandated to arrange another big meeting on April 21, at 
which attending groups are being asked to present ideas towards helping Guyana 
overcome its problems. 


The Guyana Human Rights Association (GHRA), responding to the GCC call for 
proposals to solve the crisis, said it would be difficult to find any Guyanese 
who can recall a time of greater crisis, when so many aspects of life were 
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Simultaneously under seige. 
ity are all threatened. 


Food, jobs, basic amenities and personal secur- 


“Unlike an earthquake or other forms of natural disaster, however, this crisis 
has been building up for a number of years. In searching for immediate relief 
we must not lose sight of the need to attend to the symptoms." 


It added that no one should be excluded from the task of ensuring that all 
Guyanese have access to the minimum necessary for their material, social and 
Spiritual participation in the life of the society. Room must be found for 





everyone, regardless of his beliefs or convictions. 


Burnham Resignation Demand

THE Guyana Council of ‘Churches 
and other national groups have 
called on the Forbes Burnham 
government to resign. And they 
have proposed setting up an 


alternative administration of na- 


tional reconstruction. 


This alternative government posi- 
tion was first taken on April 7 when the 
Guyana Council of Churches invited 
representatives of political parties, ser- 
vice organisations, trade unions, Hindu 
and Muslim groups and other interested 
organisations to discuss and present 
solutions to the crisis facing the country: 

According to the head of the Council 
of Churches, Bishop Randolph George, 
the meeting was ‘‘to enable all concern- 
ed to bring their minds to bear on the 
present grave concern... witha view to 
facilitating a creative and united 
response to the crisis”’. 


Burnham's People’s National Congress (PNC 
did not attend that meeting. although the PNC itsel 
had earlier called for a united effort to help resolve 
the present crisis. 

Exactly one week after the Guyana government 
formally announced that the country was bankrupt. 
and had “‘initiated a virtual house-to-house cam- 
paign to sensitise the public to the realities of the 
economic crisis’. 

The PNC's admission and the details of the so- 
called Operation Fan-Out were detailed in a con- 
fidential document to leading activists of the ruling 


party. 
The document said that the Guyana economy 
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had performed poorly last year, with total exports 
falling by $347 million below the projected $1 316 
million target. 

_ . The Guyana Council of Churches along with the 
other nationally concerned groups, since the PNC's 
declaration, have announced their intention to in- 


tensify theit efforts in setting up their proposed 


broad-based democratic government. 

It had been agreed at the April 7 meeting that 
no single party could effectively govern Guyana at 
this stage. and that the establishment of this alter- 
native broad-based administration was the only 
workable option. The meeting felt that such an 
alternative could be the solution to the “present 
decadence in our society”. 

Another meeting of the Council of Churches and 
other concerned groups is scheduled for Wednes- 
day next week, when they will examine in more 
detail their planned points of action which include: 

1. Taking the initiative to secure and distribute 
among the Guyanese people supplies of drugs and 
food from overseas donors to ease the pressure on 
food lines which are growing longer in Georgetown 
every day: and 

2. Setting up an unemployment council for those 
being retrenched. (Recently 6 000 workers were 
retrenched, and another 8 000 are expected to lose 
their jobs shortly.) 

It was the consensus among the churches and 
other concerned groups that the economic crisis in 
Guyana could not be divorced from the political 
situation, for there was a credibility gap between 
the government and the people; and the lack of 
democratic processes and poor performance of the 
PNC wasa “deterrent to production, productivity. 
and progress.” 

he collective group felt the solution to 
Guyana’s problem of ‘decadence’ lay in the 
cooperation of all concerned parties. 

There has been no further announcement from 
the Guyana government on the crisis there, since 
Burnham confirmed that the country was bankrupt 
and could not pay its imports, nor pay its debt in- 
stalments.

JAGAN SEES REAGAN REMARKS ON GRENADA AS 'UNREALISTIC'

[Text] GEORGETOWN, Sun., (Cana)--Leader of the Opposition People's Progres- 
Sive Party (PPP) Dr. Cheddi Jagan has said President Reagan's statement that 
Grenada “had been excluded from the Caribbean Basin Initiative because it had 
overthrown parliamentary democracy and because it bore the "Soviet and Cuban 
trademark" was unrealistic. 


In a statement, Dr. Jagan said the President "had forgotten his own American 
history, namely, that the American people drafted their constitution 1l years 
after and held the first presidential election 12 years after their declara- 
tion of independence in 1776." 


Dr. Jagan said: “Democracy does not only mean parliamentary democracy... 
democracy where the people have the right to be recognised by the State, the 
organisation of their choice, a democracy where the working people not only 
exercise control, and actively take part in management." 


Dr. Jagan said that the "people of Grenada are far more democratic than many 
other countries in which the United States give their support, like Chile un- 
der Pinochet, and Haiti under Duvalier." 


Noting that Grenada was not invited to the talks in Barbados with President 
Reagan the PPP general secretary observed that U.S. officials said Grenada 
was not invited because "she does not have a democratically elected leader." 


"This seems to give the impression that all the leaders whom President Reagan 
met were democratically elected." 


"As regards the assertion that Grenada bears "the Soviet and Cuban trade 
mark," "I would like to point out that the U.S. Government has given support 
to efforts to overthrow several democratically elected governments, including 
that of Guyana," Dr. Jagan added. 


He continued: "Those who do not remember the past will live to regret it. 


President Nixon...who as Vice-President sent in troops to Viet Nam but was 
pressed in the United States itself to accept peaceful coexistence." 
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Dr. Jagan called on President Reagan and his colleagues in the White House 
to learn from President Nixon. 


The PPP general secretary said the U.S. President and his colleagues must also 
learn from the lessons of history. 


“World historical development and social progress cannot be stopped, and those 
who attempt to do so will be the loser," he added. 


Dr. Jagan continued: "President Re gan must realise that only democratic 
revolutionary States like Grenada and Nicaragua and socialist States like 
Cuba, can bring about economic and social development for their people, and 
through that, realise the political stability needed in the region." 


He called on the U.S. to grant full diplomatic recognition to Grenada.

Global recession, had

contract sharply. 

“The automobile indus- 
try, one of the largest users 
of the metal, is in a state of 
depression. Producer inven- 
tories are high (up 47 per 
cent since 1980), and there 
is a marked increase on the 
recycling of aluminum scrap 
which, for example, now 
contributes about 20 r 
cent of aluminum metallics 
supply in the United 
States, as against 16 per 
cent, a few years ago.”’ 

With poor demand for pri- 
mary ingots and the price 
depressed the aluminum in- 
dustry is said to be facing 
the worst recession in its 
history. 

Smelters in several parts 
of the world have closed, as 
the Bauxite multinationals 
cut back on production. 


World demand remained 
weak as the recession 
deepened in the industrial - 
ised countries,and Mr. Hoyte 
told parliament that ‘‘the 
forecasts are that the de- 
mand for bauxite products 
will decline further. 

‘During last year, and al- 
ready in the course of this 
year, some of Guymine’s 
customers have preferred 
to. cancel their orders for 
products and pay a mone-

DAMAGE TO HARVEST--GEORGETOWN, Sun; (Cana)--Sugar production was hit by heavy 
rainfall for the fourth straight week and the Guyana Sugar Corporation's 
(GUYSUCO) ten factories produced a total of 3,890 long tons (3,952 tonnes) of 
sugar which represented 42.1 per cent of the target of 9,230 tons. "For the 
year to date, 52,680 tons of sugar have been made, 66.8 per cent of the esti- 
mate. With only four to five weeks of scheduled grinding remaining, there is 
especial cause for concern," GUYSUCO said in a weekend statement. The state- 
ment said that all estates suffered flooded conditions and this seriously af- 
fected harvesting. “It is hoped that there will be a decided change in the 
bad weather in order to get back to production levels which will at least al- 
low for a final achievement of meaningful proportions," the statement said.

JOURNALISTS ISSUE FAVORABLE REPORT ON VISIT TO GRENADA 
Kingston THE DAILY GLEANER in English 16 Apr 82 p l 


[Text] A TEAM OF JOURNALISTS from the Press Association of Jamaica has 
claimed in a report on a fact-finding mission to Grenada that the people of 
that country now enjoy a greater freedom of expression than ever before in 
their history. 


The three-member team went to Grenada from February 24 to 28 and has submit- 
ted a report to the P.A.J. on its findings. 


According to the journalists, the people of Grenada as individuals and through 
various organisations "enjoy a greater level of freedom of expression and in 
particular freedom of the press than ever before enjoyed in Grenada's history." 
They said they were satisfied that the attempt to launch an organ called the 
Grenadian Voice was "part of an elaborate political plan rather than a journ- 
alistic venture which received a political response from the government in 
protection of the stability and progress of the Grenadian society." 


However, they felt that the main constraint to freedom of the press there was 
the low level of professional training and outdated equipment in use. 


They therefore suggested that since this seemed to be largely the case in 

all the lesser developed islands of the Eastern Caribbean, that the Caribbean 
Institute of Mass Communication and the CARICOM Secretariat take a special 
interest in assisting in the development of professional media skills in these 
islands, in association with UNESCO and the respective governments. 


ON THE SUBJECT OF ELECTIONS, the team said it was satisfied with the proposals 
for elections, "being clear that immediate elections would not provide an auto- 
matic answer to the problems confronting the Grenadian society at present." 


The team said it found that the question of the holding of an election "is not 
an issue or demand within Grenada." The vast majority of citizens were in- 
volved in national construction through economic enterprises, national and 
community organisations including workers' parish councils. 
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Visits were paid to various media houses, including the Free West Indian and 
Radio Free Grenada, to the Grenada Co-operative Publishing Company (formerly 
the Torchlight), A visit was also paid to Richmond Hill Prison, where the 
mournalists said they saw “no evidence of torture” but conditions in conform 
ity with international penal codes. 


The journalists said they interviewed Prime Minister Maurice Bishop, the 
Police Commissioner, Ian St. Bernard, among other officials, as well as had 
informal conversations with Grenadians. 

The team, consisting of the P.A.J.'s 2nd Vice President, Desmond Allen, Trea- 
Ssurer Hopeton Dunn and P.A.J. member Barbara Nelson, was sent by the associa- 
tion on the invitation of the Media Workers' Association of Free Grenada. 


The report gives their findings on subjects such as press freedom, human 
rights, elections and the international airport in Grenada.

JAPANESE OUTLINE PLAN FOR COFFEE DEVELOPMENT, EXPORT RISE 
Kingston THE DAILY GLEANER in English 16 Apr 82 ppl, 12 


[Excerpt] A $8.89 million coffee expansion and development programme is be- 
ing undertaken by the Blue Mountain Coffee Company, a subsidiary of Ueshima 
Coffee Company, Japan's largest coffee enterprise. 


Announcement of the expansion and the proposed operations of the B.M.C.C. was 
made by the chairman-directoz of the U.C.C., Mr Tadao Ueshima, at a press 
conference at Hampshire House, Rekadom Avenue, Kingston. 


Mr. Ueshima and his wife arrived in Jamaica on Tuesday for a one-week stay 
and will be touring the three places in the Blue Mountain area where coffee 
will be planted. 


U.C.C. began its operations in Jamaica in November 1981 and acquired its 
first fully-owned property Creighton Estate, Irish Town, St. Andrew in 
December. 


OUTLINING THE NEED for the expansion of the growing of coffee here for the 
export market, Mr. Ueshima said Jamaica supplied some 300,000 lb. of coffee 
to Japan annually. 


This represented approximately 90 per cent of Jamaica's export of coffee. 
However, Japan needed much more of Jamaica's Blue Mountain and High Mountain 
coffee beans. 


Already, some 40 acres of coffee were being planted at Creighton Estate, 
with ten more acres to be planted in the spring. A nursery of 7.000 seed- 
lings is also being established to serve the project as well as for agronomic 
experiments. 


The Skibo project, a 50-50 joint venture with Jamaican interests, is being 
financed through a U.C.C. loan of $3.5 million. This project, Mr. Ueshima 
said, covers 900 acres, of which 160 acres are already planted out in coffee.

EMPLOYERS PRIZE GUATEMALAN REFUGEE LABORERS 
Mexico City EL SOL DE MEXICO in Spanish 26 Mar 82 p 17-A

[Text] Chaca, Guatemalan border, 25 Mar (OEM)--Forced to flee their country 
by guerrilla and national guard attacks, and above all by the hunger and 
unemployment prevailing everywhere, thousands of Guatemalans are crossing the 
border in the face of our Immigration Service's inability to check the flow. 
Here they become victims of immoral bureaucrats and producers, who emply them 
at far below minimum wage. 


This situation has provoked a quiet tension in the area, where one constantly 
sees Mexican Army patrols on maneuvers, and where, according to accusations 
by immigrants, they must pay bribes to remain in Chiapas without fear of 
deportation. 


Peasant families come down from the mountains and cross the river to form 
"lightning" settlements in the municipalities of Independencia, Trinitaria, 
and Comalapa. Later they travel northward to join communities of ejidatarios 
[members of communal villages] and comuneros [joint tenants], or to seek work 
on local coffee plantations. 


Ramiro Rojas Orantes, first alderman for the municipality of Comitan, explains 
that the fear of guerrilla activity spreading into our country is so widespread 
that authorities recently entered a Marist center and seized a variety of 
supposedly subversive objects, including mimeographed literature and propaganda 
articles. 


The towns of Cristobal Colon, Sabinalito, La Sombra, and Las Delicias have 
permanent refugee settlements, although they are kept hidden by the local 
residents, who fear the Guatemalans will be arrested by authorities and 
deported to their country. 


The refugees, who are considered "good, cheap" workers, are actually sought 
after here by Mexican coffee-growers and cattlemen, who prefer them "because 
they are people who come here willing to work and gain some security." 
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In Buenaventura, for example, in order to avoid discovery, Guatemalans 
"camouflage" themselves in a spiritualist church that offers "invisible" 
priests, a church founded more than 40 years ago by Sinforoso Alvarez. 


Buenaventura is located just over 20 kilometers from Ciudad Cuauhtemoc, and 
consists of some 50 wooden shacks. Here, the priest Sinforoso is not only the 
the "miraculous physician," but also the highest authority. Here, too, 
Guatemalans can remain secure from the Immigration Service while they look for 
work. 


Maria de las Rosas, recently arrived with her husband, children, and belongings, 
comments, "Here they don't charge us rent for our lodging, and when there 
isn't any money, the neighbors who come in for treatment give us food. The 
doctor promised to arrange our affairs invisibly, and it's true, it has all 
happened." 


Dozens of women like Maria await their husbands, who have gone out to clear 
brush "until another job comes along," with their belongings always "ready," 
because they know that "we will have to leave on a moment's notice." A stroke 
of luck, and they have contacted a go-between, who offers them transportation 
and a job in the United States.

PSUM, PPS ECONOMIC STANDS VOICED

[Text] The United Socialist Party of Mexico [PSUM] has issued a call for 
workers’ strikes to force private enterprise to comply with promised raises, 
while the Popular Socialist Party [PPS] is calling for greater government 
intervention in the national economy. 


The PSUM emphasized the need for workers to issue strike summons in order to 
secure recently announced emergency raises, and calls on the government to 
make those raises mandatory. 


The PSUM likewise emphasized that the attitude of businessmen shows the true 
interests of private enterpirse, which is already bargaining, and refuses to 
consider itself under obligation to grant raises. This gives business a dual 
advantage, since it is readying for price hikes. 


The PPS, on the other hand, indicated that the revolutionary solution to the 
present national economic crisis lies in greater government intervention in 
the economy. This means that the government must have greater resources at 
its disposal if it is to fulfill its role as regulator of the economy and 
defender of the working people. 


The PPS supports a proposal submitted by the Confederation of Mexican Workers 
{CTM] to presidential candidate Miguel de la Madrid, which calls for fiscal 
and economic reforms, as well as nationalization of private banking and food 
chemical and pharmaceutical industries. 


Representatives Hiram Escudero (National Action), Gilberto Rincén Gallardo 
(PSUM), and Juan Aguilera Azpeitia (independent), concurred that measures 
should be rigorously applied to set wage adjustment levels and insure 
compliance by all businesses. 


The three of them argued that it is necessary to issue a presidential decree 
ordering compliance with wage policy. 
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"Businessmen are trying to blackmail the government with their rebellious 
attitude," said Aguilera Azpeitia, who also emphasized that it is the people 
who suffer from this problem, which is why wage adjustments should be made 
enforceable. 


Escudero indicated that there is a need for a decree to formalize wage adjust- 
ments, "because recommendations, by themselves, compel no one."

PSUM CALL: GENERAL STRIKE--Zinzcantepec, State of Mexico, 25 Mar (OEM)--"In 
the face of government's sell-out to business, the only recourse left to 
workers is a general strike, since tax incentives and exemptions for 
capitalists amount to an attack on the people's interests." So said Arnoldo 
Martinez Verdugo, presidential candidate of the United Socialist Party of 
Mexico [PSUM]. He added that the government will spend 30 billion pesos in 
wage adjustments that should be paid for by private enterprise, and this 
expense ultimately falls on the working class. Martinez Verdugo stated that 
the program to support business is without precedent, and underlined the 
fact that the legislature has not even approved the program. During a 
meeting of more than 500 Otomi peasants, one of the best attended of his 
presidential campaign, Martinez Verdugo criticized the fact that the govern- 
ment supports business in every possible way, but turns its back on workers.

[Interview with Jorge Del Prado, general secretary of the Peruvian Communist 
Party by Felipe Ruiz/HORIZONT--date and place not given] 


[Text] Question: Recently the eighth extraordinary party congress of the 
Peruvian Communist Party [PCP] took place. What was the reason for convening 
an extraordinary party congress? 


Jorge Del Prado: There were two main reasons for holding this eighth extra- 
ordinary party congress. Since the seventh party congress took place shortly 
before the 1980 presidential elections, it had become necessary to actualize 
the party's political line. It is obvious that we can now better judge the 
political situation in Peru and can more specifically adjust our strategy 

and tactics to the situation regarding the prospects of our struggle as well. 


By now, we can assess more clearly than we could 18 months ago the nature 

of the current government and the aims it is pursuing. Its principal aim 

is to gradually eliminate the anti-imperialist and anti-oligarchist achieve- 
ments between 1968 and 1975. Step by step and skillfully it is consistently 
working in the interest of national and international monopolies to regain 
lost positions. This veiled gradual abolition of basic democratic rights 
and achievements is proceeding behind the facade of a bourgeois-democratic 
government. 


It was also necessary to analyze the international situation anew because 

the confrontation policy of the Reagan administration has posed serious 
dangers to world peace. The imperialist offensive has acquired new, even 
more aggressive forms than it had in the past. The danger of war is imminent, 
especially as far as armed aggressions of U.S. imperialism against the anti- 
imperialist struggle in Central America are concerned. 


Thus we see that important political developments have occurred after the 
seventh PCP congress, both in the international arena and in our country. 
As far as Peru is concerned, this was not merely a result of the policy 
pursued by the government since 1980, the policy of attacking the vital 
interests of the people; there is also the fact that the anti-imperialist 
awareness of the working people has increased. This is proved by the

development of the "united left" or the various movements of the social 
democratic-oriented APRA (American Popular Revolutionary Alliance--HORIZONT). 





The second main reason for convening our party congress was political-—organi- 
zational problems that had been waiting for a solution since as long ago as 
the fifth party congress. In party work shortcomings had accumulated which 
made themselves felt more and more markedly. It became increasingly impera- 
tive to correct faulty working methods, also regarding the growth of the 
party, and to adjust the activity of the party to the new situation. 


In assessing the current government as well as the national and international 
situation, there were no controversies within the party leadership. On the 
other hand, there were serious differences of opinion regarding political- 
Organizational questions. For this reason the analysis of political-organi- 
zational problems constitutes another important aspect of the work of the 
party congress. 


Question: There has been a noticeable reshuffle in the central committee-- 
one-third of its members were replaced. How do you assess the importance 
of this step? 


Jorge Del Prado: The party has firm ties with the working masses. Thus 90 
percent of the new central committee members are time-tested communists who 
come from the workers class and the peasantry. Trade union leaders such as 
CGTP [expansion not given] President Isidoro Gamarra continue to be members 
of the PCP central committee. New members are young trade union leaders 

such as, for example, the general secretary of the Federacion de Metalurgicos 
de Peru (Metal Workers Federation of Peru--HORIZONT) and the general secre- 
taries of the Federaciones Departamentales de Trabajadores (District Federa- 
tions of Working People--HORIZONT) of Arequipa and Cuzco. 


The eighth extraordinary party congress was characterized by internal 
democracy. Comprehensive discussions were ensured, all comrades freely 
expressed their opinions. There was a heated ideological showdown over ideas 
about leadership work that were harmful to the party. As a result those 
candidates in the central committee elections who in their discussion state- 
ments maintained their false views got no support. They obtained many fewer 
votes than would have been necessary for election as central committee members. 
They were primarily former members of the party leadership who violated party 
norms, who adopted a wrong attitude toward self-criticism and who were guided 
by factionalist ideas. All that seriously obstructed the work of the party 
leadership in the past, especially the work of the political commission and 
of the secretariat, and the solution of important political tasks was thus 
jeopardized. Under these conditions it was not possible to continue working. 


Question: What are the prospects for the PCP's development, proceeding from 
the decisions of the eighth extraordinary party congress? 


Jorge Del Prado: I believe that we are standing at the beginning of a new 
chapter in the life of the party, that the party congress has created good 
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prerequisites for overcoming the problems that have hampered our work in the 
past. It is no accident that both the political report and the report on 

the organizational structure and work of the party were unanimously approved. 
A new spirit of confidence made itself felt. At present all prerequisites 
exist for making progress in winning over the working people for our cause, 
for tangibly improving the political work with the masses. Even at the party 
congress it was clearly evident that we can count on the unreserved support 
of all comrades in fulfilling the adopted decisions. 


We can note a greater unity in the party leadership, a better spirit of 
cooperation, of mutual assistance. Collective work and control of the tasks 
will predominate. Thus the party will grow politically and organizationally 
and will strengthen its alliance with other leftist, with all democratic, 
forces--just as the party congress has decided.

ANTITERRORIST CAMPAIGN LAUNCHED 
Reinforcement of Ayacucho Department

[Excerpts] Ayacucho, 8 Apr (AFP)--The Peruvian Government today began to 
reinforce, with men and arms, the depleted antiterrorist units in Ayachucho 
Department, located in the southwestern part of the country. It has been said 
here that large-scale operations will be staged in an attempt to put an end 

to terrorism, which has turned into incipient guerrilla warfare. 


The Shining Path group has been staging merciless armed attacks. This group 
is a subdivision of the Communist Party, which adopted the Maoist line 5 years 
ago, led by lawyer Abimael Guzman and which currently follows the line of 
Kampuchean Pol Pot. According to Ayachucho authorities, these armed actions 
have been underestimated by the executive branch, thus these actions have 
tended more toward guerrilla warfare than toward terrorism. 


The presence in Ayacucho tomorrow, Friday, of War Minister Gen Luis Cisneros 
Visquerra with an entourage of approximately eight high-level army officers 
and 20 high-level officials from other sectors of government, will confirm 
the decision to launch an operation of suppression. The authorities hope 
that this operationwill enable them to regain total control of order in that 
commotion-striken department of 500,000 inhabitants. 


Observers agree that, undoubtedly, the situation is by no means like the one 

in El Salvadro. However, though incipient, the movement seems to grow strong- 
er through soldiers who defect from the army with their weapons--three sol- 
diers defected here yesterday and another three have been arrested as sus- 
pects--plus the materiel which is purchased abroad, such as Finnish-made 
mortars and ammunition. 


The guerrillas proceed along two fronts: extortion and individual punishment, 
and unexpected attacks against the almost inert police force. Attacks against 
the mining centers have also been carried out to seize dynamite there. 


The military, politicians and journalists agree that everything indicates that 
Shining Path has the initiative. 


A high-ranking officer in Ayacucho asserted: However, the Bolivian case will 
be repeated within the next few days: the guerrillas will be annihilated.

[Excerpts] Ayacuchc, Peru, 16 Apr (AFP)--The Peruvian police forces began 
today their greatest antiguerrilla operations within the past few years, in 
an attempt to crush the wave of terrorism which has turned into guerrilla 
warfare in Ayacucho Department, Around 500 members of the Civil Guard and 
Republican Guard, as the two parallel police forces are called in Peru, have 
reinforced the forces who were already showing obvious signs of physical and 
psychological exhaustion after resisting under inferior conditions, accord- 
ing to their chiefs, the harassment of the terrorists and guerrillas of the 
extreme leftist group called Shining Path. 


One of their first successes was achieved yesterday when the attack of over 
100 guerrillas--there was talk of 200 being involved--against a microwave re- 
transmission tower was repulsed due to the rapid intervention of the new 
forces. The guerrillas retreated protected by the darkness of night. There 
were no reports of casualties on their side. 


The operationbegun by the police forces dressed in camouflage uniforms is 
being called Halcon 1 and Halcon 2: the first covers the capital of Ayacucho 
(50,000 inhabitants) and the second the rest of this department called the 
blemish of poverty, where the average income per inhabitant is $75 a year. 


According to former military officers who know the rea, the Halcon operations 
will last a long time if the objective is to obtain total results, such as 
occurred with the antiguerrilla operations of 1962 to 1966. 


Meanwhile, the population--especially the rural one--will continue to harbor 
Shining Path, and although the armed attacks will decrease, they will not 
disappear, the climate of insecurity will hold up even more the area's develop- 
ment. 


Finally, these military forces say that there are signs that the operations 
of Shining Path are extending to other departments in the country in the same 
manner that they began in Ayacucho: terrorists acts. 


Attack on Provincial Town 
PYO071904 Buenos Aires LATIN in Spanish 2005 GMT 5 Apr 82 


[Text] Lima, 5 Apr (LATIN-REUTER)--A police spokesman today said that left- 
ist guerrillas murdered a woman and wounded a man in an attack against a 
town in Ayacucho Province. 


The spokesman said that about 30 guerrillas took over Chumbes last Saturday 
night murdering the saleswoman of a business, wounding a service station at- 
tendant and then escaping after looting several businesses. 
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Five hours later the guerrillas had a confrontation with the police at the 
headquarters of the Ayacucho security forces, 575 km southeast of Lima. There 
was no report on casualties. 


Ayacucho was declared in state of emergency a month ago due to new outbreaks 
of guerrilla attacks by alleged members of a Maoist group called "Shining Path." 


Judicial sources indicated that in Lima 26 prisoners accused of extremist activ- 
ities created disturbances in a prison in protest over their possible transfer 
to a jail on an island. 


Official sources indicated that the police reestablished order after 90 min- 
utes and that there were no casualties. 


Guerrillas Kill Civilians 
PY231806 Buenos Aires LATIN in Spanish 0300 GMT 7 Apr 82 


[Text] Lima, 6 Apr (LATIN-Reuter)--Presumed leftist guerrillas have killed 
two civilians in an outbreak of violence which has occurred in the Peruvian 
Province of Ayacucho, a police spokesman reported today. Around 15 armed 
hooded men killed a 22-year old street vendor in his home outside the provin- 
cial capital which is located 575 km southeast of Lima. The reasons for the 
klling are not known. 


A worker was also killed by presumed guerrillas who attacked a farm Saturday 
night, the spokesman added. 


The Andean Province of Ayacucho has been under state of emergency for l 
month due to attacks launched by presumed members of a Maoist group called 
Shining Path. 


For the first time a guerrilla attack has also been reported in a village in 
the north of Peru. Also the Lima newspapers have reported that armed men 
attacked a police barracks and a business near the northeast city of Humachuco. 
There were no victims. 


Terrorists Attack Police Barracks

[Text] Lima, 4 Apr (AFP)--It has been reported here that the general bar- 
racks of the Ayacucho police forces last night was the object of intense 
shooting by terrorist commandos who fired from the Cuchimachay Mountains, 

which tower above the entire city. Meanwhile, new supplies of modern armaments 
have arrived in Ayacucho. The attack, which alarmed this city--that has been 
afflicted by terrorism and where a state of emergency and state of siege are 

in effect since 3 March--occurred around midnight with intense shooting com- 
ing from the mountains. The barracks of the police forces who are combatting 
violence in the area is located near the mountains. 
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According to reports, the shots hit the walls of the barracks, whose lights 
were put out to facilitate the deployment of a strong police contingent 
which headed for the mountain. 


Before the shooting, the attackers exploded a powerful bomb in the mountain 
and put on a powerful light. This wakened and alarmed the town people who were 
asleep at that hour. 


After 20 minutes of shooting, the attackers disappeared and calm returned to 
the city. The police chief said that the shots coming from the mountain had 
been fired from Fal rifles, whose range is 2 km. They added that no one had 
been hurt. 


Among the modern armament sent to Ayacucho yesterday, there are three modern 
small tanks and long-range machineguns to arm the helicopters which are on 
duty in the area. 


Police sources have said that it is possible that the terrorists of the Shining 
Path are preparing a new spectacular attack in the city, therefore the police 
forces are being strengthened adequately. 


Holy week, which had a special color and was a great tourist attraction in 
Ayacucho has been practically cancelled due to the state of siege in the city, 
which has become a center of violence since 3 March when a riot occurred. 


Radio, Television Studios Dynamited

[Text] Ayacucho, Peru, 13 Apr (TELAM)--There was a blackout in this city, 
southeast of Lima, last night when six dynamite explosions occurred, one of 
which blew up the studios of Radio Ayacucho and Channel 7. Three people were 
hurt. The first explosion occurred in a plant of the National Telecommunica- 
tions Enterprise of Peru, ENTELPERU, and hurt three persons. Then the other 
explosions occurred in other places. The blackout in the city lasted almost 

2 hours. 


Attempt Against Communications Tower

[Text] Lima, 14 Apr (AFP)--Around 200 armed guerrillas, who last night tried 
to blow up a microwave tower of the National Telecommunications Enterprise 
in the town of Yana-Orcco, Ayacucho, were waging a violent battle early this 


morning with Republican Guard forces, the Lima newspaper LA REPUBLICA re- 
ported today. 
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The guard post of the tower in Yana-Orcco, located 40 km from Ayacucho in the 
central-southern Andean zone, only has four policemen. It was attacked last 
night by 200 strongly armed guerrillas for the purpose of dynamiting the tower 
which transmits television and telephone communications with the capital of 
Ayacucho Department. The tower's line which previously was attacked twice, 
remained open and Ayacucho Civil Guard headquarters was able to learn of the 
attack and send reinforcements immediately, the even newspaper reported. 


Dynamite Attacks in Arequipa

[Text] Lima, 19 Apr (AFP)--Three dynamite attacks were carried out against 

two public buildings and the home of a government party deputy in Arequipa, 
1,022 km south of Lima, last night. The first of the attacks, which caused 
physical damage but no victims, was against the National Telecommunications 
Enterprise (ENTELPERU). Presumed terrorists threw a dynamite bomb against 

the building, causing damage to the door and windows.

In a synchronized act several minutes later, a bomb blew up the main door of

IDEOLOGICAL DIFFERENCES DIVIDE PARTIES CONTESTING ELECTION

CASTRIES, St. Lucia, 
(CANA) — St. Lucia’s two 
Labour parties have agreed 
that the island's economy 
needs reconstructing and that 
more land should be put at the 
disposal of the working class. 

But as they prepare for a 
May 3 General Election that 
will also involve the United 
Workers Party (UWP) of ex- 
Prime Minister John Comp- 
ton, the heads of the St. Lucia 
Labour Party (SLP) and the 
Progressive Labour Party 
(PLP) appear more con- 
cerned with highlighting their 
differences — _ especially 
ideological. 

The PLP seems to be a left 
fascist ay cig said 
SLP leader Peter Josie, who 
says his group is_ socially 
democratic. ‘‘We do not 
believe that any extreme left 
fascist system should be 
imposed on the people of St. 
Luc.” 

PLP leader, George Odium, 
has brushed aside the PLP as 
a weak, hesitant right-wing 
party 

The two leaders gave a 
rundown on their parties 
views on a number of issues at 
separate news conferences. 
On land reform, Odlum said: 
“The only point about land 
reform is making tbat land 
more productive and making 
it available to more of the 
dispossessed people of the 
country. 

Josie remarked: “*..... there 
needs to be a_ social 
democratic party that is 
speaking about the question of 
reconstruction .... of the ideas 
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of land reform and land for the 
landless.” 

He stressed that St. Lucia 
could not afford any part 
which was prepared to gra 
land from people ‘‘who have to 
give to those who don’t have 
without paying due com- 
pensation.” 

The SLP has promised to 
launch an economic recon- 
struction me if it wins 
the next election. The PLP 
said it wanted to place em- 
phasis on a different type of 
tourism, create a better 
climate for investment, and 
check the drift of labour from 
agriculture. 

Odium said his party 
wanted to significantly reduce 
the of employment, but 
stressed that St. Lucians 
needed to change their at- 
titude to work. 

On Agriculture, he told 
newsmen: ‘“‘At present we 
have a drift into the service 
sectors from agriculture. This 
could be a dangerous thing if 
the most productive sector of 
our econsmy is potentially the 
agricultural sector. 

‘We would have to virtually 
cr ate the type of package of 
incentives which would make 
labour Stay in the agricultura! 
sector.” 

On foreign investment, he 
said that the PLP would 
outline an investment code 
which would guide and 
stabilise the operations of 
foreign investors in St. Lucia. 
Investment, he said, should be 
based on ‘‘objective prin- 
ciples.” 

e explained: ‘The in- 
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centives the investor gets 
must be set out. What he is 
supposed to do while he is here 
4s an investor must be set out 
in a way which gives a better 
chance to the people of the 
country than was done 
hitherto.’ 

According to Odluim, the 
code would provide the 
necessary guarantees 
required by investors, and 
vuidelines to ensure that in- 
vestment projects are in the 
veneral interest of the people 

Qn tourism, Odlum said: 
“The PLP) plan would bring 
sizeable revenues to the 
country without destroying 
the social, cultural and 
ecological features of the 
country. [It will be more a type 
ot cultural tourism. 

“Today, it is fashionable to 
say that vou cannot have 
tourism unless you bring in 
the casinos and the gambling 
machines and so on. It is our 
beliet that there are other

‘One might be the cultural 
tourism that we are talking 
about Putting emphasis on 
different things: historical 
and cultural things, the native 
ability of the people to per- 
torm and provide the type of 
entertainment which visitors 
would like to see, to develop 
our villages around cultural 
and artistic lines and make 
them different, rather than 
shutting hordes of gamblers 
and potential mafia men.”

Industry and Foreign Affairs 
in the SLP Administration 
that was forced out of office by 
public protests in mid- 
January, told a Pres; con- 
ference that the SLP was 
determined to show, in the 
general elections, that it was 
reorganised and capable and 
willing to reconstruct St. 
Lucia. 

The SLP won the ias! 
elections, in July, 1979, by 12 
seats to five over the UWP. 

But a fight for power split 
the party into two camps and 
hampered the implementation 
of many promises on 
which the party scored its first 
electoral triumph since 1964. 

Last May, dissidents within 
the party went their own way 
forming the PLP but the SLP 
Government continued to rule 
through rough times until 
January when it resigned at 
the end of a week of public 
pressure during which the 
enuire country was shut down. 

Since then, the SLP has 
regrouped and Josie has been 
elect leader to take the 
party into the election. 

Josie said it could not be 
denied that the power —_ 
between former party leader 
and Prime Minister, Allan 
Lousy, and his deputy, Odlum 
had brought the SLP to 
shame 

He said: ‘We have admitted 
that we made a mistake and 
we have apologised to the 


people of St. Lucia for that 
mistake.” 

Josie added that the SLP 
recorded some _ tangible 
achievements during its two 
and a half years in office. 
including the establishment of 
a national commercial bank 
and a national development 
bank while the programme of 
making free school books 
available to school children 
had been expanded. 

Josie pinpointed what he 
said were differences between 
the UWP and the PLP 
According to him the UWP 
had demonstrated that it was 
“far to the right, supporting 
capitalism with al! its blatant 
weaknesses,’’ while the PLP 
seemed to be ‘‘a left fascist 
dictatorship.” 

He said: ‘‘We believe that 
the people must be involved in 
decision-making. We believe 
that if we have a democratic 
process, the people must be 
allowed to speak what they 
know to be the truth in peace 
and quiet. We believe wat 
there should be argument. We 
believe that there should be 
debate. But we do not believe 
that any extremé left fascist 
System should be imposed on 
the people of St. Lucia.”' 

According to Josie, the SLP 
believed in a social 
democratic programme. He 
added: “We are not Com- 
munist. What we do know is 
that somewhere between the 
extreme of the PLP and the 
extreme of the UWP, there 
needs to be a social 
democratic party that is 
speaking about the question of 
reccnstruction ... of the idea of

WAGE INCREASES--KINGSTOWN, Wed., (Cana)--Shop assistants, agricultural, in- 
dustrial and domestic workers have come in for higher salaries under new 
wages regulations in force here. The new regulations provide for sales 
clerks with previous working experience to be paid $450 a month. Those who 
are 16 years and over and being employed for the first time will receive 75 
per cent of the new rate for the first six months, after which they will be 
paid the full $450 per month. Check-out attendants, office attendants, pack- 
ers and cleaners should now be paid $98 a week, porters $130 and watchmen $14. 
Office clerks with previous working experience would now be paid $550 a month. 
Male agricultural workers will now be paid $20.80 a day, while their female 
counterparts will be paid $15.60. Domestic workers with previous experience 
will, under the new regulations, receive $170 a month with meals, and $280 
without meals. Men in the industrial sector will be paid a minimum wage of 
$27.04 a day, while women in this sector will be paid $20.80. The new regu- 
lations also provides for increases in the overtime rate as well as wage in- 
creases to workers in the shift system.

BRITISH GRANT--KINGSTOWN, St. Vincent, Tuesday (CANA)--St. Vincent and the 
Grenadines is to receive an initial grant of $240 000 (EC$1 equals 37 cents 
US) from the British Government for a new imputs storage warehouse for the 
island's banana industry. A Government Information Service (GIS) release here 
Said the existing facilities for storing inputs for the banana industry were 
inadequate and in a state of disrepair. The total cost of the new banana in- 
puts warehouse has not been disclosed, but the initial grant from the British 
Govermment will be used to purchase the steel frame for the warehouse. Brit- 
ain will also provide the balance of the funds required for the project, after 
details of the foundation and building plans had been finalised.

[Editorial: "Unavoidable Repercussions" ] 


[Text] The Anglo-Argentine conflict in the South Atlantic is, undoubtedly, 
a potentially dangerous element for the peaceful coexistence of the inter- 

national community. But, in the case of Uruguay in particular, the direct 

repercussions will take on a major dimension in view of the close relation- 
ship between our economy and the Argentine one. 


In this regard, we believe, strictly speaking from the economic and finan- 
cial viewpoint, that Uruguay will be adversely affected in the long run. 


We are thinking especially of the large number of damages that a prolonga- 
tion of the conflict in the area might cause the country, when what in 
finance is called "a fluctuation in the margin of risk" occurs. 


Based on a range of specific characteristics and circumstances, each country 
becomes a specific type of "risk-country." According to the type of "risk- 
country" the country is, it forms part or it places itself within a specific 
margin of risk. In financial terms, the risk factor plays a decisive role 
when the international banks have to make decisions on that country. There- 
fore, the escalation of the risk by virtue of the situation that may be 
brought about by the Argentine-UK confrontation over the possession of the 
Malvinas Islands has altered the normal balance in this regard, and this 

will very likely produce unwished for repercussions. For example, the finan- 
cial operations (especially the granting of new credits) may be delayed due 
to them having +o meet new requirements, or they may be directly suspended. 
Therefore, it is in this regard that we believe that the repercussions of 

the South Atlantic conflict might be really adverse for Uruguay in the long- 
term. 

fhe consideration of possible short-term "advantages" seems inadequate to us, 
mainly because those "advantages" will be very small and they will be displaced 
by the unfavorable repercussions that were outlined above. 


Te conclude, it must be pointed out that these viewpoints are made strictly 
from the economic and financial aspect, independently from our deep conviction 
that the dispute must be resolved through a peaceful and negotiated path to 
the benefit of the entire international community.

INDIAN ENVOY ON FALKLANDS--Montevideo, 28 Apr (TELAM)--The new Indian ambassador 
to Uruguay, Lakhan Lai Mehrotra, said here today that India will support the 
Argentine sovereign rights over the Malvinas at the United Nations.

He also said that Argentina has sovereign 
rights over the Malvinas and emphasized that this conflict should be resolved 
in peace through negotiations.

of solidarity with Argentina of the movement of nonaligned countries which 
reiterated the New Delhi declaration in favor of a peaceful solution of the 
conflict.

FORMER PRESIDENT RAFAEL CALDERA DISCUSSES COPEI PARTY, ISSUES

{Interview with former President Rafael Caldera on 29 March, by Alfredo Pena; 
place not given} 


[Text] Pedro Pablo Aguilar knows that I have not imposed 
upon the candidacy of Lorenzo Fernandez... Companero Luis 
Herrera did not accede to power as the representative of 
an alleged Herrerist party but as the candidate of the 
Social Christian Party [COPEI]... Decmocratic Action [AD] 
is offering to return to the CAP [Carlos Andres Perez] 
era. If Jaime Lusinchi's campaign is conducted on the 
basis of polls, it will meet up with traumatic reality 
when things begin to change... I shall be interviewing 
the head of state precisely when he makes that decision, 
in the place and manner in which he makes it. 


The COPELlists are power and are now having serious difficulties. 


The truth is that the historic rivalry between Caldera and Herrera has now 
confused the situation more than ever. 


After the crisis which expelled Miguel Bello from COPEI--intimate friend of 
the president of the republic--there was an apparent attempt made by the PSC 
leadership to dispel the internal squabble. 


Herrera, who likes to compare boxing with politics, decided to go to the ropes 
and Leave Rafael Caldera in the center of the ring. 


Herrera calmed his people and told them to be quiet. He sent Pepi to Rome and 
left a message for Bello: He should watch what he says.

At that time, Caldera was ready for everything. In Barquisimeto he said he 
nad never permitted his name to be used in connection with internal rifts. 


today we spoke with Caldera; COPEI's top leader; founder of the party. 
ne tormer president speaks with frankness about his presidential aspirations 


ind about the reality of Venezuelan Christian Democracy. He gives opinions on 
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presidential reelection in Venezuela's history and says that, when it involved 
Paez, Soublette and Betancourt, it was very positive for the country. 


{Question} You have already been president of the republic. You have 
recognized prestige in Venezuela and outside our country. Everyone in COPEI 
and outside that party recognizes you as the founder and top leader of 
Christian Democracy. What is motivating you in this eagerness for the 
presidential candidacy? Is it perhaps pride? Do you not consider that you 
might even be defeated? Would it not be mere appropriate for you to devote 
your time writing your memoirs...? 


[Answer] That opinion involving “pride” is picturesque. The worst part is 
that it has been repeated so often that many people believe it. If I were 
proud, I would react and behave in a different manner. However, true dedica- 
tion shows up when there are difficulties. I think that I am obligated to 
otter the country what is within my power: my experience, the capability-- 
small or large--that I have been able to cultivate, and a certain amount of 
authority gained throughout a life of loyalty and struggle. I know that I am 
exposing myslef to offenses, slander and attacks against my reputation built 
laboriously in the midst of circumstances which were not always favorable. 

I am even risking my personal safety... There are some who think I might be 
risking my life, for there are interests which could feel threatened by my 
presence in the state leadership. I think that all the effort made by many 
generations to establish democracy in Venezuela could be at a critical point 
in the years to come. We must make a great effort to strengthen democracy 
and make it more effective. 


We must face up to our problems, some of which, like public expenditures, are 
getting worse. I believe that the leadership in a country such as Venezuela, 
presidential, which is not the only case in the world, resides principally in 
the Presidency of the Republic. That of which Betancourt was the absolute 
head when his party was in power is a denial of this premise. Betancourt 
exercised very limited influence when the president was Leoni. And he 
exercised still less influence when the president was Carlos Andres Perez. 

If Betancourt had exercised a hegemonic leadership, that of which they spoke 
atter his death, the government of Carlos Andres Perez would have had to be 
ditferent. It is obvious that it was not very happy about the turn of events 
when Perez was president. 


(Question} Are you happy about the way things have gone with Luis Herrera 
Campins? 


[Answer] I have a desire for a Venezuela which faces the future with great 
secruity and great optimism. I deeply respect the attributes and authority 
of the president of the republic. But I consider myslef obligated to offer 
those Venezuelans who belive in me and have confidence in me a renewed 
leadership for the next period. 


[Question] Things are going quite badly in the country. The people are very 
disgusted with this regime, and this is reflected in the polls. Were you 
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expecting Herrera to carry on a regime such as he has done? Do you really 
know what is going on...? 


Answer] If 1 were indifferent to the country's situation or were suffering 
under an illusion, I would not be able to join the struggle, as I am doing, 
and at best I would have had a desire to seek an outstanding position in the 
international arena. I know that Venezuela's situation is not the best. Nor 
do | believe it woula be fair to cast the blame on President Herrera's 
administration. The terrible disorder the country suffered during the period 
from 1975 to 1979 has not, however, been adequately measured. Therefore, I 
believe that no one who thinks at all clearly can want us to return to the 
Carlos Andres Perez era. This is what the Democratic Action party is offering 
and is in sight, for control of the campaign of the candidate of that party 
could be in the hands of cabinet of Carlos Andres Perez. It is made up almost 
entirely of former ministers of the previous government. 


.Question}] Highly qualified AD spokesmen, among whom is Carlos Canache Mata, 
think that, since the polls do not favor you and you would have to carry the 
dead weight of this administration, you should end up withdrawing your

Herrera and Pepi's Candidacy 


{Question} But there are many categorical facts. The candidacy of Montes de 
Uca corresponds to the intention and thinking of Luis Herrera Campins. Pepi 
clearly represents the formula of Miraflores. 


[Answer] Appearance justifies that evaluation. However, I am obliged to 
hope that the facts will clarify what is certain with a similar judgement. 


_Question} Does the Montes de Oca-Caldera confrontation favor the PSC option 
tor 19383 or does it not? 


|Answer} An internal squabble of that nature, particularly if it is prolonged, 
has more disadvantages than advantages. 


{Question] President Herrera is very partisan to that type of squabble, for 
he speaks of democratic alternability and plurality of candidacies. 


|Answer}] Democratic alternability exists and it is probable that if the 
constitution did not contain the precept according to which nonreelection 
should extend over two periods, neither Carlos Andres Perez nor Luis Herrera 
Campins would have found it easy to take over the leadership of the state. 
this constitutional norm has been very apt, for it has given access to 
representatives of other generations. 


Reelection and History 
[Question] What does Venezuelan history say about presidential reelection? 


Answer] The second presidency of Paez and Soublette were convenient despite 
the terrible difficulties of the time. And, despite all the inconveniences 
which nad to be overcome, Betancourt's second presidency was also very 
important for the country. The experience and authority his first presidency 
gave him enabled him to overcome immense stumbling blocks with great success. 
The people say that Betancourt did not want to be elected for the second time 
but torget that he was twice president. 


[Question] Some say that Betancourt refused to compete for the presidency-- 
to try to be the tirst Venezuelan elected twice democraticaily--through his 
proadmindness and determination to make way for new generations. It seems 
that you analyze this event in a different manner. 


[Answer] During almost all of my presidency, Betancourt maintained a tight- 
lipped attitude concerning his proposals. Only when it was time for a 
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definite answer did he announce that he was not going to be a candidate. 
According to my knowledge and information, I believe he was vacillating very 
much, for his conscience told him he could not simply say, "I am stepping 
aside." And, perhaps, because, despite all the circumstances, he did not 
have the assurance that his being a potential candidate was the best thing 
for the country. The fact that his health was very precarious was a very 
decisive circumstance in the decision he made. From what I could gather-- 
and | had reliable sources of information--his chief doctor and even his wife 
considered it foolhardy for him to take on the load of the electoral campaign 
and presidency. 


Why Will You Win Out Over Lusinchi? 


[Question] With a government plunged in unpopularity--that is what the polls 
say--how will you be able to win out over Lusinchi? 


[Answer] Without taking anything away from Lusinchi, I am convinced that when 
the Venezuelan citizen goes to vote, the country is going to be more confident 
that I can carry out the tasks facing it... This confidence, which has shown 
up in all the polls, even the most adverse, will be a decisive factor among 
the population. I am prepared to go from village to village, from hamlet to 
hamlet, and to use all news media in the great undertaking of uniting the 
country through a sincere, clear and optimistic message. 


I Shall Not Be a Subordinate Candidate 


{Question} I think that Herrera, if he does not succeed in promoting Montes 
de Oca, which is his formula, will try to convert you as an unconditional 
candidate of the administration. Everything indicates that Herrerism intends 
to otter the country the same as it has now... 


[Answer] At present, the people are completely convinced that I am not a 
candidate of the government. After the Social Christian Presidential Congress 
selects a candidate--if, as I believe, it chooses me--I shall never be a 
candidate who is subordinate to the government. I am confident that the 
zovernment, to the extent that it is legal, permissible, prudent and advisable, 
(ll give me the greatest support possible. And I might say at this point, 
ne support which, as a candidate of the party which is backing that candidate, 
im entitled to expect: That everything possible be done to recover all 
le ground in puhlic opinion... It is one thing to be the government's 
te simply because the government is expected to push a candidate-- 
is was the tradition in Venezuelan politics and the same as what happens in 
ther countries; and it is another thing for a candidate to be supported and 
ive the sympathy of the government sustained by the candidate's own party; 
lieve this would be my case. I am convinced that the president will do, 
itively, and will not leave undone, everything proper and necessary to 
intain his initial proposal to pass the presidential sash to another COPEI 


You say that in Venezuela there were times when the administrations 
sed their candidates. Did you not impose Lorenzo? 
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[Answer] I did not. I can assure you most emphatically and even call upon a 
witness who cannot, I believe, be refuted. There is one person who, better 
than anyone else, can say whether in reality I did or did not make any maneuver 
aimed at imposing the candidacy of Lorenzo Fernandez. That person's name is 
Pedro Pablo Aguilar. He was COPEI's secretary general and one of those most 
responsible for the precandidacy of Lorenzo Fernandez and the electoral 
campaign which followed. He lunched with me every week in Miraflores and can 
say with certainty that I did not exert any kind of pressure or take any action 
to impose the candidacy of Lorenzo Fernandez. That was a logicai candidacy 

for most of the party looked upon.him as the first in the order of succession. 
The party logically chose him as its candidate without taking any credit away 
from the other three precandidates. 


[Question] And why Radio City? 


[Answer] Radio City was a convention at which Lorenzo Fernandez obtained a 
relative majority in the first vote. And in the second, despite the fact that 
a third of the candidates had ovtained a sizable vote and had manifested 

their support for the second, their electors considered that the proper 
procedure was to vote for the one who had obtained the first majority. 


Why Are You Going Away at This Time? 


{Question] Why are you going away now (during the month of April) just when 
Pepi has his precandidacy befure the public...; are you shrinking from what 
is happening? 


[Answer] [I had previous commitments in my position as chairman of the World 
Interparliamentary Union. I believe it worthwhile for the people to realize 
that my obsession with regard to this candidacy is neither all-absorbing nor 
desperate; quite the contrary. I shall take care of my international 
commitments and, at the same time, give an opportunity to anyone who wants to 
take my place as a presidential candidate so that he may communicate with 

tne party. 


[Question] Herrerism is in power and is controlling the country's administra- 
tion. And in Venezuela the government is very powerful, as you well know... 
Have you not taken this factor into account with regard to internal competition? 


[Answer] When one is in the political sphere, one is obliged to consider all 
factors and deal with all hypotheses, even though some may be improbable. 
Companero Luis Herrera did not accede to power as the representative of an 
alleged Herrerist party but as the candidate of the Social Christian Party 

and other political groups which supported him together with many independents. 
Companero Herrera Campins has never denied or belittled his role as 
representative of the party in the electoral campaign and as the distinguished 
member of a party in which he played a very important and outstanding role. 

[ am not willing to accept the widespread rumor that COPEI is a coalition of 
an alleged Herrerist party and an alleged Calderist party. Nor can I accept 
as valid the hypothesis that the resources of government, of the government's 
machinery and all its power, of a government which is ours, which has the firm 
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backing of the organization to which we belong, is going to place itself on 
the scale to direct the will of the companeros against me. Moreover, that 
will is not easily led astray; I know it well; I have a profound human exper- 
ience in what it means to be a companero and how the party looks upon its 
responsibility. 


The Polls 


[Question] One year ago we held a forum and, at that time, you were high up 
in the polls. What has happened that you are now below Lusinchi? 


[Answer] It must be noted that Doctor Lusinchi is now at his best; he suddenly 
appears to have the backing of the entire Democratic Action party. The 
percentages he has make it obvious that he is at the top of the list. On 

the other hand, the situation in COPEI has been exaggerated. Some companeros 
who have considerable access to the news media--and use them with incredible 
frequency--are contributing with a series of statements and criticisms which, 
not corresponding to reality, serve only to create a confused idea of the 
Situation. I believe that these polls are depicting a very transitory 
situation. I believe that if Doctor Lusinchi's campaign is conducted on the 
basis of the polls, he will find himself with a traumatic reality when the 
surveys of public opinion begin to change. 


[Question] When do you think the polls will begin to change? 


[Answer] A year and 8 long months--more than 20 months--remain before the 
elections. I do not think we should keep the country in a state of excitement 
or routine; I think it is wise for the country to go along in a normal and 
nondesparate way until we arrive at those 8 long months of the real electoral 
campaign. 


The Interview With Luis Herrera? 
[Question] Finally, when will you have an interview with President Herrera? 


[Answer] I do not know; that depends on him... He is the head of state. At 
any time he decides, I know that I have always been ready, with the greatest 
respect, to meet and converse with him. I think that the fact that he has 

not wanted to precipitate this interview leads some people to think that he 
has perhaps delayed the meeting to get a clearer idea of the situation. My 
position is very clear--there is no problem. He knows perfectly well what 

| am thinking, what I want and what is my position. And, from this viewpoint, 
it is logical for him to want to meditate, observe and get a precise picture 
of everything involved before having a conversation in which he will have to 
express to me his concept in a definite manner. 


[Question] Will the interview take place before your trip to Africa? 


[Answer] Could be... 
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
